be placed for a w ater supply sufficient to sus­ 
tain a force so large as th a t of th e Invaders

M agfar, on the fresh-w ater canal, sh o u t fo u r 
m iles west of Neflcb. leaving one regim ent there 
to guard the bridge over the canal. The country 
from the Suez canal to the Nile Is one-third des­ 
ert. 
The o th er tw o-thirds cousist of alluvial soil 
and flooded territo ry , the 
larger portion of 
th e aggregate of w hich in tim es of peace is 
un d er cultivation. 
From Shalouf, the scene of 
th e late action, w estw ard to Cairo th e country is 
m ountainous. 
It is into th is Geneffe range th a t 
tho 2 5 0 0 A rabs retired when they were dislodged 
from Shalouf. 
This range exten d in g away to the 
citadel of Cairo, is the strongest n stu ral position 
iu E gypt, and Is on alm ost a parallel of latitu d e 
w ith Suez a t one extrem ity and Cairo a t the 
other, 
w ith the

railw ay running

T he B ritish Secured the K ey to the Culti­ 
vated Couutry 
on one hand and th e desert on the other. 
It lies 
a t the head of Lake Menzaleb, and is on th e line 
of th e old caravan route betw een Cairo ana 
Syria. 
The nex t halting place on th a t route is 
Salibleb, tw enty m iles west, which point Is the 
north ern outpost in A rabi’s chain of defences in 
th is region. Tel el-Kober is about th irty miles west 
of Ism ailiya and ten m iles east cf Zagazig, th e 
railroad centre of th e D elta region, and g reat 
th e 
fount, from 
which 
is 
fed 
th e 
fresh 
w ater canal. 
The 
difficulties of desert tra n s­ 
p o rt because of the necessity and scarcity of 
m ules and cam els (there are a few horses to be 
obtained in Lower Egypt), will m ake any cam ­ 
paign over the arid waste a very onerous and 
dangerous und ertak in g for the B ritish. 
Tel el-M ahuta, th ree m iles from Nelich, was oc­ 
cupied by the E nglish on W ednesday, who cap­ 
tu red 200 prisoners. 
E ngagem ents took place in 
th a t vicinity on Thursday and Friday, w ith ad­ 
m itted heavy losses on both sides. 
C onflicting 
accounts w ere i cod veil as to th e result, bu t in­ 
form ation which leaked ou t from the B ritish w ar 
attice S aturday shows th a t A rabi’s forces re­ 
pulsed G eneral 
W olseley a t the Telel-M ahuta 
fresh w ater canal darn d uring the engagem ents 
of both Thursday and Friday, and com pelled th e 
B ritish troops to retire at dusk on Friday. A rabi had 
erected this dam for the purpose of cu ttin g off the 
fresh w ater supply of Ism alllya, tue present base 
for the B ritish operations. 
It was absolutely 
necessary for G eneral Wolseley to dislodge A rabi 
from the possession of this dam before proceed­ 
ing tow ards Cairo, and the B ritish forces were 
advanced 
to 
th e 
dam 
for 
th a t 
purpose. 
They secured the dam , b u t before they could 


T k .y W ere Coin palled to B e t i r e on Friday 
e v e n in g . 
The firing of A rabl’s troops was alm ost perfect. 
I t is u rd ersto o d th a t the E gyptian riflem en de­ 
voted th eir energies as far as possible to picking 
off the B ritish officers. 
Toe fighting for several 
hours was so desperate th a t G eneral W olseley 
was com pelled to assum e on the field a personal 
command or the operations. 
Once m atters were 
lo very critical th a t he rode far forw ard and nearly 
lost his life. 
One rep o rt 
says 
th a t a shell 
passed over bls head 
so 
near to 
him as 
to stun him fo ra m om ent. The w ar office reports 
(tate th at this shell fell w ithin a few feet of Gen­ 
eral W olseley’s horse, and th a t when it ex­ 
ploded it took off th e bind legs of the horse 
carrying one of W olseley’s aids. 
P riv ate reports 
allege th a t th is explosion killed the charger

com m unication w ith th e w ar office. 
I t is under­ 
stood th a t F rid ay ’s engagem ent nas convinced 
th e war office th a t the present B ritish force along 
th e canal is Insufficient for an advance even 
M -far as Tel el-K eblr. 
S aturday afternoon the 
E gyptians were largely reinforced from Tel el- 
K ehlr, and repulsed 
the B ritish a ttack

G eneral W olseley has ordered an im m e­ 
diate advance of all bis available force, and 
B ls P r iv a te D espatches to th e W ar Office 
Indicate no such confidence in th e issue of th e 
cam paign as m ight be inferred from the pub­ 
lished telegram s to th e press, which are carefully 
edited by an officer of the staff, w ith th e result

The published 
reports of th e B ritish casualties in tho several

The censorship exercised over 
press despatches Is so strin g e n t th a t it is alm ost 
im possible for a correspondent to forw ard an 
au th en tic 
statem en t of the actual 
situation.

Tai 
el-M abatta 
was 
a 
serious reverse for th e B ritish, and th a t th eir 
loss was m uch heavier th an has been reported. 
In all the operations 6ince th e B ritish occupation 
of Iem ailiva A rabl’s tactics have been entirely in 
consonance w ith Ills orlgihal plan, w hich was to 
m ake no serious defence of any of th e positions 
betw een Ism ailiya and Tai el-K eblr, believing 
th a t be could beat offer decisive battlo a t a 
g reater distance from the English base, w here his 
com m and of the railw ays would give bim positive 
advantages In th e

The reputation or G eneral Wolseley as 
a dashing com m ander has h ith erto been relied 
on to tem p t the English yeom anry into the ranks 
and bas generally succeeded, b u t th e im pression 
is now becom ing stronger day ny nay th a t dash 
and brilliancy will not in this case supply the 
place of th e engineering aud adm in istrativ e qual­ 
ities necessary to successfully manoeuvre artillery 
and heavy troops In such a difficult country. 
It 
Is to th e possession 
of 
all these qualities, 
it 
is 
thought, 
th a t 
success 
in 
this 
peculiar 
cam paign 
will 
be 
attrib u tab le 
if it is to be achieved a t all. 
A lthough as usual 
the despatches are very vague regarding the 
Britton loss in S aturday's action, it is adm itted 
th a t the casualties were heavy,and G eneral Wolse­ 
ley’s urgency in ordering all bis reserves to the 
fro n t is taken to Indicate a determ ination to 
rectify the erro r into which he bas fallen by some 
bold and desperate effort, and tho outcom e of the 
n ex t m ovem ent is aw aited w ith unconcealed 
anxiety. 
M eanwhile a t A boukir and in th e v icinity of 
Ram leh and A lexandria A rabi is erecting fresn 
works and strengthening bis troops. The activity 
of A rabi P ash a’s men bas increased in a m anner 
in d icatin g a com plete change in his plans. Itn o w 
seem s tn a t a t the first scare caused by tb e im ­ 
pression th a t the fleet had gone to tbe canal, 
A rabi P ash a w ithdrew a g reat portion of his in­ 
fan try to D am anhur, bu t tb a t on considering th a t 
some tim e m ust elapse before an advance can be 
m ade from Ism ailiya w ith sufficient force to 
carry his defences on th e line up to Zagazig, he 
again advanced to his old position, w hich he 
hopes to hold un til tbe rise of the Nile 
W ill E n a b le B lo . to F lo o d th o C o n i t r r . 
Sunday afternoon tw o heavy guns recently 
placed beyond tbe w ater w oiks hill a t A lexandria 
opened fire on th e enem y on tbe left b ank of tbe 
M abm oudieh oanal. 
A bout tw enty rounds were 
fired. 
Several shells exploded in the m idst of the 
enem y’s entrenchm ents, 
causing considerable 
dam age. 
At about 5 .3 0 p. rn. a conflagration was 
observed in tbe rear of the enem y’s cam p about ten 
m iles beyond Ram leh. 
The B ritish man-of-war 
M inatour shelled tbe enem y’s outposts in the direc­ 
tion of A bukir. "The shells seemed to b u rst in tbe 
m idst of tbe enem y’s position. 
The M inatour 
fired w ithout increased rapidity until sunset. Tde 
enem y's reply was weak. There was altogether 
very little activity in the rebel lines. 
The im ­ 
pression gains ground th a t the billie of A rabi 
P asha's m en have been w ithdraw n from K afr-ed- 
D auar.

ported tb a t M ahrooud Fehtny, A rabl’s chief of 
staff, is am ong the prisoners taken a t M axim al. 
The abandoned cam p was found, and, judging 
from the q u an tity of clothing, etc., found A rabl’s 
arm y m ust have been In g reat force; but m ost 
of tuein appear to have benn merely peasantry 
arm ed w ith old m uzzle-loading m uskets.

vices. Dr. R obert R ayburn of tb is city was pres­ 
en t a t the depot shortly a fter myself, and was 
ono of tho volunteer counsel on tho day of the 
■booting. On Sunday m orning, Ju ly 3, he was 
■elected by m e 
as one of 
tb s 
perm anent 
counsel, w ith tb e concurrence of th e P resident. 
He rendered faithful, regular and valuable ser­ 
vice until the rem oval to Elberon, wben, a t the 
re q u e sto r tbe P resident, lie, together w ith Sur­ 
geon-General Barnes and Surgeon W oodward, U. 
S. A., retired ft oui tbe ca**.

I lost 
thirty-eight 
pounds 
in w eight, and, in addition, was Infected w ith 
tbe sepsis of th e patien t, which caused secondary 
abscesses lastin g m ore th an three m onths a fte r­ 
ward. 
in estim atin g the value of these services 
tw o considerations present them selves: F irst 
It is * well recognized ta c t th a t all professional 
service is to be rew arded in proportion as the 
responsibilities and difficulties of tbe case are 
great and num erous. 
I t is self-evident tb a t 
tbe task Imposed upon me has no parallel In 
th is country, if, indeed, in th e whole history of 
surgery. Upon m yself first, and also upon my 
colleagues, rested not only the professional re­ 
sponsibility for the skilful and judicious conduct 
of the case to its final Usa*, but also tbe burden 
of the hopes and fears of a g reat nation and of 
the civilized world. 
The suspense of anxious 
w atching kept our nerves s t th e ir utm ost tension.

C o n tr a c te d H a o f* . 
A n artlet# in n copy of your paper before me 
about contracted hoofs prom pts me to write. 
Perhaps no subject has usually been more 
crudely treated by those who h are undertaken 
to discuss it than the horse’s heof. 
I can 
neither see common sense nor reason in much 
th at is w ritten on the subject. 
F or instance, 
the assum ption th at w ith every step, or at 
least everv hard step, as in trotting, that part 
of the hoof which bears upon the ground ex­ 
pands at the heels, is asserted as a fact aud 
becomes the fundam ental idea upon which 
system s of shoeing, the position of the nails, 
m ethods of paring the foot, etc., are based. 
J believe this assum ption to be entirely w ith­ 
out 
foundation, aud 
go farther aud 
assert 
m y 
belief 
.h at 
the 
whole 
structure 
of the hoof is such th at expansion under the 
w eight of the horse is absolutely impossible. 
"When not sustaining the weight of the horse, 
it may be expansible bv the application of 
force, but when the w eight comes upon it, the 
tendency Is rath er to draw it together than to 
expand it. 
The penal hone, com m only called 
the “ coffin hone,” is the Pone on which the 
weight of the anim al rests. 
W hy it is called 
coffin I do not know (for it is shaped like a 
half-moon), unless, because like ’M ahomet’s 
coffin, 
it is suspended between heaven and 
earth. 
This hone is suspended lrom the 
w alls of the hoof by the laminae. 
I t does 
not properly rest upon, but only 
slightly 
bears 
upon 
the sole. 
This 
also 
is 
sus­ 
pended to the hoof wall by its edges, some 
three-quarters of un inch above the edge of 
the hoof all around; while, as if to prevent 
the possibility of any lateral thrust taking 
place, the frog intervenes, filling the only 
place where such an expanding th ru st could 
occur. 
Besides, tho sole 
bas a positive 
jointed or hinged structure to enable the frog 
to play up and down, as it does. 
N ails may 
b i driven all around in shoeing, just as well as 
half way round a horse’s foot. 
Contraction 
comes from a lark of frog pressure, unless, 
indeed, some discase like navicular inflam ­ 
m ation be the cause. 
W ith a perfect restor­ 
ation of frog pressure will come an enlarged 
and healthier frog, and a new, healthy hoof, 
beginning at the coronet, aud in the course 
of about a year giving 
the horse an en­ 
tire new boof or set of hoofs, with wide heels, 
big frogs, round as a colt's, and sound, unless 
disease may have caused a change of structure. 
I t may be that sonic of the contrivances recom­ 
m ended—bevelled shoes, expanding 
shoes, 
m ethods of cutting out the heels or the sole, 
the bars, etc.—may either afford relief for a 
time, or in some obscure way aid the cure, but 
I do not believe it. 
A rem oval of the cause 
will let nature work the cure. Shoes with high 
calks, bringing the frog high above the ground 
•o that it cannot strike it and rest upon it, aud 
frogs so pared away in shoeing th at they do 
not meet the ground, are the causes of con­ 
traction in otherw ise sound feet. 
I f I had 
a horse with contracted heels I would pare 
his hoofs off so as to leave the heels and frogs 
much exposed, b ut not u ntil 
he had been 
a day or tw o at pasture, so as to have gotten 
over his capers when turned loose. 
I would 
let him run so a m onth or two, keeping bis 
hoofs well pared away, and not putting a knife 
to the frog or bars at all. 
Then he could he 
shod w ith flat, low-heeled shoes, nnd put to 
work. 
If it should lie necessary in w inter to 
use him with high calks, I would lay a sheet of 
rubber or leather A tw een the sole and the 
shoe, aud stuff it in some w ar so as to produce 
frog-pressure all Hie time. 
Thus, as I said, in 
about a year we m ight expect sound, healthy 
feet. 
A ttar the roads are settled in the spring 
I would pull the *hoe* off from a steadily- 
working horse, and either not p at them on 
again before ice comes, or, in case his work 
and the roads m ake shoeing necessary, I would 
try toe-tips at first, cr half-m oon shoes, or full 
shoes, very low and fiat a t the heels. 
I have 
not had contraction am ong my horses since 
adopting the practice of alw ays giving frog 
and heel pressure, aud never expect to have 
I t —[Country Gentlem an. 
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T r im m in g G r a p e V in e s. 
This is the harvest of tomatoes, pickling 
cucum bers, beans, peppers, cabbage, onions, 
corn, etc. 
In fact, it is a m onth when the 
m arket is very apt to be glutted, as many 
heavy crops are in season, and m auy of the 
consum ers of vegetables are a way at the sea­ 
shore or at the m ountains. 
Those who wish to 
buy aud put up their own pickles should buy 
them in A ugust, if they care to have them 
cheap and good, for they are usually higher in 
price and poorer In quality after the cooler 
w eather of Septem ber begins, and those who 
put off getting a supply till after frost bas 
killed the vines, often find it hard to obtain 
them . The canning of tom atoes and fruits is 
bes; done iu A ugust for the same reason. 
The 
canning of all these articles requires consider­ 
able care, first to cook the articles long enough 
to expel the air they hold in their fibres and 
second to seal the cans tightly while still hot 
so as to exclude the air com pletely. 
If these 
points are carefully attended to. there is no 
difficulty in preserving canned fruits. 
Corn 
aud beans, however, are hard to keep, and 
their cantling had best be left to the factories. 
The perpetual seeding of the garden knows 
no respite, even in the dog days. 
Lettuce 
seed sown this m onth will need the shelter of 
glass after the weather threatens frost, usually 
about the 20th of September to October 1st. 
A sharp frost when the lettuce is heading up 
injures it seiiously. 
Pansy seed is sown this 
m onth for early spring sale of plants; they are 
very hardy aud bear the winter w ithout shelter, 
but flower Hellier it sheltered a little. Florists 
force them by placing a glass over the plants in 
Novem ber, and thus handled they flower in 
F ebruary or March. Spinach seed for autum n 
and w inter sale is sown about A ugust 15. The 
land for this purpose should be very rich and 
free from the seeds of purslane and barn grass, 
which grow very rapidly in the hot weather of 
A ugust and early September. The seed should 
be sown rather more deeply in dry weather 
than in moist, and the surface well rolled after 
lowiug to ensure germ ination. 
For w intering 
over in the field it is better to defer the sow­ 
ing of spinach seed till A ugust 25 to Septem­ 
ber IO. The earlier sowings will come to mar­ 
ket early in spring, the later ones in May. For 
w intering spinach in the field, a good strong 
clay soil, with 
sufficient declivity to stied 
tlie Burlace water quickly, without washing, 
is best. 
Lighter soils am more subject to 
w inter killing. 
If the soil’is naturally nearly 
level, it may be made to answer well by throw ­ 
ing it into ridges with a plough, gathering the 
ridges twice by back furrow ing in beds about 
ten feet wide; caie should then be takqu to 
make an outlet fur the water from the furrows 
between the b<*ds. 
The land for spinach 
should be heavily m anured—the more m anure 
the more spinach—but it should be carefully 
covered aud worked into the soil, or there Is 
danger th at the land will be made too porous 
for a free germ ination of the seed in hot. dry 
weather. 
Lettuce seed of the white seeded va­ 
riety is usually sown the last week iii A ugust 
for transplanting into 
hotbeds and green­ 
houses about Septem ber 20 
T his will come 
to m arket in November 
The war w ith weed* 
■will n t-ied to be continued with unabated vigor. 
W h o a loud is intended for garden crops next 
year, it is well worth while to spoud some time 
in gathering up all weeds th at are going to 
seed and remove them to the pigpen or com­ 
post hea|>. 
l f tho immure is piled and worked 
over two or three times la fore using, it will 
destroy all or nearly all the noxious seeds. 
T he m anure made at this tim e of the year is 
subject to a good 
of w;u>ie by evaporation, 
unless taken care of. 
lf thrown into the pig 
pen, however, it wilt be partially worked up 
by the pig*, sn d will Le kept from burping up 
at trifling expense; wlieu carted out it should 
be im m ediately spread aud ploughed under, 
or better, piled in alternate layers with loam 
or peat, to be composted, 
lf this compost 
heap can fie made iu a cellar or under a shed, 
and kept moist by b ioral w atering w ltn liquid 
m anure, a product will result th a t is lim a to 
beat in fertilizing a garden. 
Tim floor upon 
which tho compost 
s made is best m ade of 
cobblestones or bricks laid in cem ent or tar 
and gravel, so as to Ire water-tfg bt aud solid 
enough to (sear a cart; it should nave a slight 
descent toward a cistern which will catch the 
drainage, which should l>e provided with a cham 
pum p for raising t lie same to the P p cd the com­ 
post heap,w here it can easily Is' distributed 
by m eans of a gutter with perforatt d bottom. 
There are wet days, et en in sum m er, a lien it 
is not easy to find wotk fur a1 bands on the 
farm . and upon such occasions they may he 
profitably em ployed working over tbs com post 


in a shed or cellar and wetting it down with 
the drainage of the heap, which may be easily 
replenished with night soil whenever required. 
The waste fre rn a heap of hot straw y horse 
dang in the open air in sum m er is very great, 
and consists of the must valuable as well as 
the most volatile of its elem ents, the am m onia. 
A s frequently bauctled. I am satisfied th at 
more than half the value of the m anure is 
w asted after it is unloaded from the farmer’s 
wagon and before it is applied to the lan d .— 
IW . D. Philbrick in N ew IJngland Farmer. 


O ld S tr a w b e r r y B e d e . 
Straw berry vines that have been perm itted 
to cover the ground and have borne one good 
crop of fruit, will not pay the labor of weed­ 
ing out, aud as a rule should be ploughed 
under as soon as the crop has been gathered; 
but if one has neglected to set a new bed the 
past spring and desires to grow enough for 
fam ily use, two or three rods of the old Ped 
may be saved and made to furnish another 
year w hat is wanted for home use. 
O 
d p of the 
easiest and perhaps the best way to clean out 
an old bed is to spade in the vines, leaving 
rows about a foot in w idth and four feet 
apart. 
A 
good 
dressing 
of 
m anure 
should 
be 
spaded 
in 
w ith 
the 
vines, 
and the rows of vine! left standing should 
be well cleaned out, leaving neither weeds nor 
grass. 
Some believe it best to mow off the 
tops bf the old vines, hut as we have never 
tried this m ethod we cannot speak of its ad­ 
vantage from experience; 
but if the vines 
do just as well bv so doing, it would be an 
im provem ent because 
it would lessen the 
labor of weeding out, which is the one great 
draw back on continuing an old bed; not only 
is it a very tedious task to weed it out, in the 
first place, bu t the weeding m ust continue 
until cold weather, or the grass will become 
so thick th at it will greatly lesson the crop 
the next season. 
I f the laud be in good con­ 
dition the space spaded up will be well cov­ 
ered with vines before cold weather sets in; 
if so, then next spring the old vines may be 
spaded 
in 
to 
m ake 
paths 
to 
stand 
in 
while 
picking 
the fruit. 
If one 
has 
a 
straw berry 
bed 
aw ay 
from 
the 
garden, and it has been kept clean of grass 
aud weeds, it may be left over another season 
w ithout cleaning out; and it will, perhaps, 
furnish h alf a crop another season w ithout 
expense, except the use of the land; but if in 
the garden this should never be done, as it fills 
the grouud with weed seeds, which will take 
many years to get oat. 
A straw berry bed in 
tile garden should, under no circum stances, 
be perm itted to stand over the second year 
w ithout being kept as clean of weeds as it is 
the first year. 
W e know th at the tem ptation 
is great to let it stand, hoping lo have tim e to 
clean it out, which in m any cases never conies. 
The decision should be made w ithin two weeks 
after the crop is gathered; and if it is decided 
to let it stand another vear, the work of clean­ 
ing out should be com m enced at once. 


T r im m in g G r a p e T in e * . 
There are but few, if any, departm ents of 
horticulture th a t cultivators differ so much in 
as in pruning grape vines. 
W hile some insist 
th at it is best to cut the new wood back to 
w ithin one or two buds of the old wood, others 
are very positive in their opinion th at the 
knife should rarely be used except to remove 
very old or dead wood; th a t all of the trim ­ 
m ing should be done bv pinching back tho 
growing shoots. 
Between these two extrem es 
may be found all shades of opinions; each 
one supporting his idea with num erous argu­ 
m ents, 
based 
upon 
practical 
experience. 
The successful growing of our present choice 
varieties 
of 
outdoor 
grapes is attended 
with so m any difficulties th at few cultiva­ 
tors may lie said to be very successful, ex­ 
cept in a sm all way, whatever may he their 
method of trim m ing. 
l f one has a good 
sheltered location where a vine can be trained 
to tile side of a building, grapes of fair qual­ 
ity may be grown 
with but little trouble, 
whether the vine be trim m ed or n o t 
W e 
chanced to know of an Isabella vine growing 
in a very sheltered position, th at ha3 not failed 
to produce a good crop of fruit more than throe 
years in the last tw enty-five, yet it has beet! 
perm itted to have very much its ow n way.never 
having been trim m ed but very little. 
From 
this we are led to the conclusion th at success 
in growing grapes depends more on location 
than on the m ethods of trim m ing, 
lf large­ 
sized fru it and heavy bundies are wanted, no 
doubt close trim m ing m ust be resorted to. 
In 
field culture it would be very difficult, if not 
impossible, to grow good m arket grapes w ith­ 
out trim m ing. There is one m istake that some 
m ake th at should always bo avoided, nam ely, 
trim m ing while the fruit is ripening, so as to 
let the sun shine ou the fruit. 
From careful 
observation we are satisfied th at it is the leaves 
th a t are needed to ripen the fru it more than it 
is the direct rays of the sun. Tho best-ripened 
fru it is always found where it is shaded from 
the sun by the leaves; in fact, when the fruit 
is fully exposed to the direct rays of the sun, 
it rarely, if ever, ripens. 
Therefore, iu trim ­ 
m ing during A ugust and September, care 
should be taken not to uncover the fruit.—[The 
Ploughm an. 
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T im e ly H in t* an d V a lu a b le S u g g e stio n * . 
Speaking of the quantity of seed wheat to 
sow per acre, an E nglish w riter says in the 
A gricultural Review th at if the soil is poor it 
receives the more seed, at least such is the 
practice of m auy farm ers; but the practice is 
denounced by some as uupbilosopbical. 
They 
argue plausibly th at if a m an requires one 
pound of beef per day to keep up bls health 
aud condition, w hat would be the result if 
three men were obliged to subsist on the same 
allowance? 
Or, to put the argum ent more iu 
accordance w ith the subject, if ten plants of 
w heat required ODe foot of land to perfect 
their growth, w hat effect may be expected if 
th irty plants were confined to the sam e space? 
Now, in acting contrary to this apparently 
self-evident proposition, we have to state th at 
on poor ground the plant does not tiller—one 
kernel only produces cue stem instead of 
three, four, or more, when sowu on wealthy 
land, so, to provide the requisite num ber of 
plants, more seeds have to be deposited. 
It is 
a fact, too, th at the poverty of the land dwarfs 
tlie plant, which, from that circum stance, 
occupies less space, and requires, in conse­ 
quence of its slender condition, more stems or 
straw s around it for m utual shelter and sup­ 
port. 
borne tim e since a com m ittee of the national 
Academy of Sciences was appointed to m ake a 
thorough investigation of the m erits of sugar 
m aking from sorghum . 
Professor Stillm an, 
chairm an of the com m ittee, says: 
I will add 
a few points of the greatest im portance to be 
know njas essential to success in obtaining 
cane sugar from sorghum : I. The plant should 
be fully ripe before rolling commences. 
Its 
ripe condition is kuown by the seed being fully 
hard and the upper leaves beginning to wilt. 
lf rolled before this tim e the juice, as appears 
by thousands 
of analyses, 
contains 
less 
sugar and 
more 
glucose 
than 
it does 
at m aturity, 
and 
of course the 
am ount 
of 
sugar 
available 
is 
dim inished 
in 
proportion. 
2. ffhe canes should be rolled as 
soon after cutting as possible—all in the sam e 
day if possible. 
It is not im portant to remove 
the leaves; by some evidence the removal of 
the leaves appears to be an injury. But the top 
m ust be removed, of course, as well to save 
tho seed as to avoid injury to the juice. 
3. 
The juice shows bv its density ju st w hat it is 
worth. 
I t should run from 8° to 12° B, say 
from 10CO to 1 0 9 0 specific gravity, Averaging 
about 1075, or IO B. 
A nd it should be 
handled w ithout delay, as it is more prone 
thau Cuba cane juice to chem ical changes. 
B ut the same rules for acidity, the same treat­ 
m ent by lim e and by sulphur will be found 
available, as at present with planters in the 
sugar-producing districts of the South.” 
In case some of our readers who are, not 
poultry-keepers, wish to preserve some eggs 
for home u.-e in winter, when thev are scarce, 
this is the wav to do it: 
If your cellar is a 
good dry one have a nice hole dug sm oothly in 
the bottom of the cellar large enough to hold 
a box or keg large enough to hold all the eggs 
it is proposed to preserve. 
A t this tim e of 
year, when egvs are plenty, get a barrelful of 
perfect!.! dry road dust, or a sm aller quantity 
will perhaps do, then dissolve a sm all quan­ 
tity of gum shellac in a pail of water. 
Now 
have your eggs readv. and he sure they are 
oerfecilv fresh. Dip each egg into the solution 
of shellac aud when all are dry pack them , 
small end down, into the box, on the bottom 
of which a laver of the dry earth has been 
ipread, cover e a tb layer of eggs with a layer 
of the dry earth until all are filled in, then 
sink the box into the m iniature sub-cellar aud 
cover closely to k :ep out air aud m oisture, 
and the eggs will keepw ell for six or eight 
mouths. Only absolutely fresh eggs should be 
chosen, aud if enough cannot lie got .a t once 
the tilling may be done at different tim es, 
lf 
the c-li <r is not suitable kpep the box in a cool 
dry place. 
Fall sown rye m akes the best early green 
food for cattle. 
By sowing broadcast from 
two to fwur l a - Leis"to the acre in Septem ber or 


October in the cornfield, or where a potato, 
cabbage or any other crop has beeu gathered, 
and harrow ing it in, there will be a strong, 
succulent grow th, fully three feet high, to cut 
in April. 
A fter cutting, the stubble can be 
turned under in tim e to plaut-corii and garden 
vegetables, such as beaus,pease, cabbages, mel­ 
ons and potatoes, aud especially sweet pota­ 
toes. 
W ithin the last neck or two, Professor 
W . N. M cDonald has expressed to us his 
thanks for having suggested to him this plan 
of sowing rye in the fall for the benefit of his 
cows in the spring, and he says th a t the rye 
feed in A pril astonished them all in the won­ 
derful increase of butter th a t it caused. It pro­ 
duced at once a large flow of rich m ilk from 
cows that previously were alm ost dry. 
This 
experience shows quite clearly how much the 
quantity and quality of the m ilk is influenced 
by the kind of food. 
It is not unusual for cows to hold up their 
m ilk when m ilkers are changed, but if kindly 
treated they usually get over it in a few days. 
T here are some cows th at have strong preju­ 
dices against men when they have been accus­ 
tom ed to he m ilked by a woman. 
One cause 
of this may be that at ftotue tim e they may have 
been badly treated by some num . 
A nother 
undoubtedly is that a wom an’s hand is Bolter 
th an a m an’s, aud does not irritate the teats so 
much. 
Cow*, especially a t the tim e of m ilk­ 
ing, should be treated with great kindness. No 
harsh word should be used, and the m ilk 
should be draw u as quickly a n i as gently as 
poi^ble. 
A cow that once takes a dislike for 
a Penton does not easily get over it. 
Some­ 
tim es it m ar be done by giving a mess of meal 
while m ilking, lint when it eau ba avoided it 
is best not to feed while m ilking. 
A cow that 
has been properly trained will stand better 
when she is not eaftng, but there are cases 
when this is the best war out of a difficulty. 
Fowl meadow grass (Poa serotina 
is con­ 
sidered a valuable low ground grass. 
I t being 
fine, is easily made into hay, and is more nu­ 
tritious than some of the high land grasses. 
I t being a perennial it is not necessary to let 
it stand until the seed is ripe th at it may re­ 
seed itself: but this grass, unlike m ost other 
varieties, does not ripen up hard and woody, 
but 
it 
studs 
tip 
new 
shoots 
from the 
joints, 
and 
thus 
it 
is 
kept soft and 
green 
until 
autum n. 
There 
are 
m any 
meadows where this grass m ight be introduced 
to advantage. 
I t is easily introduced by sow­ 
ing the seed on the surface in A ngust or Sep­ 
tem ber. 
Care should be taken not to let the 
w ater stand on the surface where this grass is 
grown, especially iu the warm season. 
For 
feeding sheep and cows this grass is valuable; 
es it is erown for a Jess sum per ton than E ng­ 
lish hay, farm ers who have meadows should 
turn their 
attention 
co it, and 
introduce 
it In the place of coarser and less nutritious 
grasses 
The most frequent cause of lum py milk is 
faulty m ilking. 
In m ost cases the im m ediate 
cause is inflam m ation, local or general. 
A 
dose or two of epsom salts will sometimes, per­ 
haps generally, afford relief, but it would be 
hazardous prescribing it w ithout a critical ex­ 
am ination of the cow. 
G arget is sometimes 
the cause, though not half so often as most 
dairym en seem to think. The alm ost universal 
rem edy for that is pokeweed—Phytolacca de- 
cendra—sometimes called “ garget root.” 
It 
appears sometimes to be a specific, but it should 
not he given as long as the cause is uncertain. 
Iodine is sometimes applied, and in some cases 
is an excellent remedy. 
Som etim es bathing 
or fom entation of the udder effects a cure. 
Som etim es the difficult? becomes chronic, when 
the only rem edy is to feed and kill the anim al. 
There is only one prescription th a t is always 
sate and quite as generally effective as any aud 
all others, aud th at is milk clean and carefully. 
P ure, wholesome milk kept in a clean cellar 
or m ilk-house where the tem perature is not 
over 70° will keep sweet for thirty-six hours, 
aud will not become thick under fort!-eight 
hours. 
O therw ise som ething is wrong with 
the cows. 
A cow exposed to the hot sun in a 
pasture, or having im pure water to driuk, can­ 
not be in a healthy condition, and the first ap­ 
pearance of trouble will be in the prem ature 
souring of the m ilk; if the pans are not per­ 
fectly well washed aud any sm allest particles 
of sour milk are left on or about them , the 
m ilk will not keep sweet more than tw elve 
hours or so. 
A gain, tho first indication of 
tuberculosis of the luugs In cows is the rapid 
thickening and souring of the m ilk. 
If m ilk 
kept as above stated is not sw eet in a day and 
a half and is thick before two days, som e­ 
thing is wrong in one or other of the ways 
mentioned. 
Hogs are rem arkably scarce in tho W est. 
Owing to the high price of corn, farm ers have 
sold their grain instead of feeding it to the 
slock, so th at now few but Btock hogs are in 
the m arket, and these are considered unfit for 
consumption. 
F or the first tim e in the history 
of pork packing all the large packing houses 
in Chicago, except A rm our & Co., have tem ­ 
porarily suspended packing. 
The stoppage of 
the A nglo-A m erican Packing and Provision 
Com pany, A tkinson & Co., the Chicago P ack ­ 
ing and Provision Company and otners, has 
throw n 2 5 0 0 men out of em ploym ent, while 
A rm our & Co,, and the sm aller concerns still 
racking, have greatly curtailed operations. 
P acking hogs at present prices is considered a 
losing operation, and hog* are not expected to 
be cheaper before next f ill. 
Common coal ashes, well distributed about 
roots of currants, is one of their best prom ot­ 
ers. 
This should be done by loosening the soil 
about their roots and placing the ashes near 
them , cover firm ly with earth above and the 
bushes w ill bear such clusters as will speak 
the beneficial effects of this application of m a­ 
terial too com m only thrown aside as of no use. 
Cherry tiees also gratefully accept this reno­ 
vator, and if carefully bedded about the roots 
with coal ashes iu the fall tho yield of fruit 
the following year will surprise the cultivator. 
Especially is this effect produced in the black 
loam of Illinois. 
W e have in our m ind one 
fru it garden there where all the sm all fruit 
was treated in this way, and have never seen 
their yield excelled. 
There is not the slightest difficulty in rearing 
excellent calves od skim m ed m ilk alone from 
the fifth day; the ordinary mixed skim m ed 
m ilk of th # herd can be used, but it should be 
given as warm as the new milk. In the w riter’s 
dairy every calf is thus raised, and some cows, 
now four years old, are yielding teu touruls of 
butter weekly 
that never tasted new m ilk 
when calves after the darn’s m ilk was fit for 
use. 
The raising of calves on m ilk dairy 
farm s can be made profitable, and very fine 
calves can be reared if they are given m ilk 
until four or five m ontbs old. 
A fter the calf 
is two m onths old the m ilk m ay be gradually 
given cooler, until it is taken cold, but tho 
sudden change is to be avoided. 
Pigs which run in a range or pasture have 
good appetites—the fresh air aud exercise give 
them this—hence they will eat a great variety 
of food and much coarser th an when confined 
in pens. 
N othing need go to waste on the 
farm for lack of a m arket. 
They will consume 
all the refuse fruit, roots, pum pkins and all 
k in d j of vegetables, which will make them 
grow. 
By extending the root patch and plant­ 
ing the fodder com thinner, so that nubbins 
will form on it, and by putting in a sweet 
variety, the num ber of pigs may be increased 
in proportion. 
The soiling system can be 
applied w ith profit in beg farm ing. 
A few 
bushels of hard corn a t the end of the season 
will finish off the pig. 
The goose is the easiest and least expensive 
of all fowls to raise; and when properly fatted 
m eets with a ready sale in the m arket. 
In 
order to thrive well the Poultry M onthly says 
that it m ust have a grass range with access to 
a pool or stream . 
W orn-out pasture lands, 
swam py meadows aud tbe m arshy shores of 
creeks aud rivers are all adapted tor it. Thus, 
during seven m onths of the year it requires 
but little feed beyond th a t which it finds in irs 
w anderings. 
W hen being fatted for m arket 
it should be allowed hut a lim ited range, and 
be abundantly fed for three weeks on corn, 
vegetables aud w heat before killing. 
Cheese can tie made in a sm all dairy by sav­ 
ing one day’s m ilk in ice and skim m ing it 
and adding the second day’s milk to it, not 
skim m ed. 
Tho three m ilkings are warmed to 
90° and the new m ilk added as soou as it is 
draw n; the whole is stirred aud the rennet is 
put into it; one tablespoonful to ten gallons of 
m ilk is enough; or one ounce of the dried 
stomach, which is a piece three inches square, 
for fifty gallons. 
The curd is cut and heated 
in the whey in the usual m anner, then broken 
up, salted aud pressed iu a hoop; ten pounds 
of 
milk, or four and one-half quarts, will 
m ake one pound of cheese. 
The inquirer who asks about a quantity of 
white froth deposited on the stems of grass 
two or three inches from the ground in the 
m onth of “ uue has doubtless found some spe­ 
cies of frog-boppers which are bugs, related to 
the seventeen-year locusts. 
The iarvm of 
these em it a great quantity of froth aud cover 
them selves over in the way described. 
These 
larval eventually hatch iuto little hopping in­ 
sects, not related to grasshoppers, how ever. 
Some species are quite injurious to cultivated 
plants. 
Peach trees, if Id a thrifty condition, m ay be 
budded for some weeks to come, or us long as 
the bark will lift freely from this year’s wood 
If tbe bark adheres it is useless to attem pt 
budding atry kind of trees. 
Buds of auv kind 


inserted two weeks ago, more or less, should 
have the ligature* removed. 
Most kinds of 
fruit trees have nearly ceased growing, and 
will not. be likely to bud sitcce«sfulIv, except 
peaches, mahalebs and quinces for dwarfs. 
Procure the best seed w heat at the e a sie st 
d ate possible; sow large, plum p grain*, even 
if you have to rim a hundred bushels through 
the fanning mill in order to get ten of the de­ 
sired kind. 
A change of seed is ofteu of groat 
advantage. 
Careful selection is indispensable 
in securing the best results. 
No one thing is 
of more Im portance on the farm than the care­ 
ful selection of seed. 
W hen is the best tim e to dig potatoes? 
Dr. 
Ilexam er, having had m uch experience, tbiuks 
th a t to raise good-keeping pstatoes they should 
not be planted so early a* to m ature during 
m idsum m er, but so as to bring their ripening 
after the greatest heat ha* passed. The tubers, 
a* soon as dry, should bo taken directly into a 
cool, dry cellar. 
B udding is now in order. 
The m ethod bas 
often been fully described. 
W hen the bark 
w ill peel lrom the wood is the proper time. 
Select plum p buds and cut them off with a 
shield ot wood. 
Insert this shield in a T-s I it 
m ade in the bark of the stock. 
A ny knife 
will ausw er for the am ateur. 
B ind w ith yarn 
or bass bark. 
If you have but a sm all quantity of onions 
pull them , and as soou as the tops w ilt gather 
and tie them in hunches of about h alf a. gallon 
each. H ang them in the shade where it is dry, 
and when freezing weather sets in pack tiieiu 
in barrels or boxes and put them in a dry 
place w here they will not freeze. 
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We all admire the color* and forms of flowers, 
b u t these are only p art of their endless attrac­ 
tions. 
Close observers have found out m any curl. 
o u t things which hasty lookers never see. 
That 
close questioner of nature, Charles Darwin, who 
has lately shown us how we owe the means ot our 
existence on earth to the bumble earth worms, 
fouud th it iqsects were attracted to flowers by 
their colors, and that different Insects chose dif­ 
ferent colors. He cut the showy petals oft some of 
the flowers in clumps in the garden, and tound 
th a t bees never went near those, though very busy 
witn the others. Sir John Lubbock p u t honey 
In glass over colored papers, and found th a t bees 
readily discriminated 
and 
always 
w#nt 
to 
th# blue, 
as 
they 
do 
in 
the 
flowers 
Muller noticed that each kind of butterfly visited 
only Its own favorite color of Lantana. 
G rant 
Allen show* that as nearly all colored flowers de­ 
pend upon insects to brush the pollen on the stig ­ 
ma and so cause them to produce seed, th a t their 
preference for the intensest color or th e ir choice 
tends to the production of tbe most seed from 
them, aud so to the fuller development of color. 
He shows, too, that at first the only color wa* 
yellow, as seen in tbe *eed parts of nearly all 
flowers still, and th a t white, pink, red, purple 
aud blue were developed iu succession. 
Many 
flowers still open with a yellow o # p i u k tinge, 
and gradually change through this series to some 
shade of red", or finally blue. 
Blue and purplo 
are most common la complicate corollas which 
only bees a n a butterflies penetrate easily; m oths 
only see w hite flowers. 
In propagating Begonia Hex, I divide the leaves 
so as to get a ‘Tib” in each section, insert them 
In the sand-bed with my other cuttings (I have a 
small green-house,i, and pot them off in earth as 
soon as rooted, treating them generally as I do 
other cuttings. I Aud this method to be alto­ 
gether satisfactory, 
scarcely 
ever 
m aking a 
“ miss” lf the parent leaves are iu a vigorous, grow­ 
ing condition when subjected to the dissecting 
process. My saud-bed, of course, bas|bo«oiu neat, 
and can be shaded when necessary. 
I use no 
bell-glass, and no special care other than what I 
give to fuchsias aud geraniums. 
B ut tbe real 
ttouble begins with trie Hex ju st about at the 
point at which it ends with most other plants. 
Alter they once start to grow they mu3t be kept 
rigut on growing, and this requires close w atch­ 
ing, in order to secure to them tho essential of 
moisture, warmth aud shade. 
However, I always 
feel amply paid for all the trouble W i l t o n they 
cost me when I Anally have a group of these regal 
beauties flourishing uuder my eyes. 
Roses require a season of rest some time; they 
cannot be forced continuously tile year round, lf 
we secure a good growth early iii the season tbe 
plants will have ample tim e to ripen their wood 
before freezing weather sets in. Should they take 
a rest during early summer ana form their growth 
only in late autumn, tbe show of bloom will in 
consequence be uiuagre. Tnere«tre two systems 
in use; one is to pot the plants iuto Ave’ or six 
inch size, using light, turfy, rich soil, with good 
drainage, and then sink 
the pot 
up to the 
rim 
in 
th e 
ground. 
Cover 
the surface of 
the 
soil with 
a 
light 
mulch 
to 
prevent 
evaporation, 
and 
water 
frequently. 
Au 
oc­ 
casional dose of weak liquid manure, and soap­ 
suds from the kitchen, will stimulate tile growth. 
Tuev may remain in tho open air till the ground 
freezes, then prune buck the strongest shoots and 
remove indoors. 
The other system is th at of 
planting the roses in the oueu ground early In 
summer, allowing them to remain there until late 
autumn, then carefully lilt aud pot. 
Iii this case 
the plants necessarily receive a check, which may 
or may not iujure tuem for forcing purposes, de­ 
pending altogether upon the care bestowed. 
For 
the novice tho former plan would, perhaps, prove 
preferable. 
People who love flowers generally 
succeed with them, because they are always on 
the alert to water ai the right time, to keep off all 
injurious Insects, and to give a breath of fresh 
air on suitable days. 
Regarding tbe cause of double flowers, and tlie 
means of obtaining them, no certain knowledge is 
current. The general opinion, founded, most cer­ 
tainly, on very rational premises, is, th at pro­ 
pitious culture in a rich and nighty congenial soil 
Is the instrum ent In effecting the' change. 
I his 
hypothesis is based on the fact, th at many of the 
plants, which, with n ature’s assistance alone, have 
never borne other thau single flowers, have, when 
subjected to the more relined processes of cultiva­ 
tion. been made to produce chose of a double kind. 
Another piece of presumptive evidence on the 
same side is th a t some double-blossomed plants, 
if treated in the artificial m anner which it is 
thought first altered their character, retain their 
double 
properties; 
but 
when 
placed 
in 
other 
and less suitable circumstances, 
pass 
back again into the single state, 
’th ere is 
no rule th a t eau be adopted for tbe production 
of double flowers; 
they are abortive, 
and as 
liable to come from oue cause as another, at least 
there is no known cause for producing them. 
Thev are, not uufrequently, sports; th a t is, the 
who'le or p art of a tree or shrub will produce 
double flowers; why we cannot say. Tee part 
producing double flowers is taken off aud propa­ 
gated, thus keeping up the variety. 
Au instance 
of this is showu iu the Crataegus C.'occiuea, scar­ 
let-fruited thorn. Some years ainee, in an English 
garden, a branch on one ot tbe>e alirubs was no­ 
ticed to grow witu unusual vigor; upon flowering 
the (lowers were perfectly double ana of a much 
darker color, while those on tbe rest of the plant 
were of a m uch lighter color than tbe type. 
Why 
tins mysterious growth, unequal distribution of 
coloring m atter and the double flowers, are ques­ 
tions we cannot auswer. 
We only know such are 
the tacts, the results of which are the dissemina­ 
tion of new varieties. 
There are changes in the fashions of flowers as 
in the fashions of dress. 
B ut who would have 
thought th a t after the rage for double dahlias, 
and double all sorts of thing*, th at improved sin­ 
gle dahlias should be the ir o n e r thing ju st now? 
B u t t h e r e is a great deal ot beauty in many sin­ 
gle flowers, and we are glad th a t single dahlias, 
Into single roses, should have attention. 
We 
should not be surprised if even “ single-blessed- 
ness" came to be something more than a facetious 
expression. 
Cuttings of geranium s can be planted directly 
beside the p arent plants, and they will ofteu grow 
better than when struck in Dots. Fo r year* I have 
pursued this course, aud had plenty of plants for 
the autum n. 
Fuchsias, heliotropes. etcM can 
strike root in pots o f sand Kept thoroughly moist, 
and when a few leaves have developed, transplant 
them into pots a size larger, and in October shift 
into Uve-iuch pots, for small pots hear m ost 
flowers. 
Sow pansy seed about th e 1st of Septem ber in 
the open border. 
Aa soon as they have made 
their second leaves tran sp lan t the young plants 
into the te d where they are to bloom. 
Make the 
soil as rich as possible, protect the young plants 
during winter with a ligbtcoveringof leaves, rake 
oil early in tbe spring, and a flue display is se­ 
cured. 
Cuttings of all kinds of geraniums, fuchsias, 
heliotropes, begonias, coleus, achryanthes,. etc., 
etc., should now be p u n te d tor lioweri g plants in 
t h e w i n t e r , aud to give away to those who have 
none. 
Flauts are in their most active state of 
growth while in flower, aud cuttings taken from 
them a t tills season, when all their juices are in 
perfection, will strike root quickly and grow 
rapidly. 
We were shown, recently, “ som ething new 
among decorative plant*, nothing but a “ raceiued 
Lily of tbe Valley.” Tbe novelty was in the name, 
for the p lan t was the well-known “ Solomon's 
Seal," or Poiygouatutn. 
But it is new to lind it 
used by florists for decorative purposes, and we 
commend the good taste which first thought to 
m ake use of it. 
According to A. Vogel cam phor is found to have 
a m arked effect in stim ulating the germ ination of 
seeds, both ny shortening the period of germ ina­ 
tion and causing more seeds to sprout. 
Helioti opes need moisture and heat to strike 
root, but potted in a sandy aoli, with a glass 
tumbler placed over them, they will root quickly 
in May or any sum m er mouth. 
D r e n c h i n g rose bushes with strong quassia tea 
is a good curative or hugs aud other destructive 
infects* 
The living-rooms of a bouse should be exposed 
to the full rays of the sun, and don’t sacrifice 
your sunlight exclusively to the welfare of your 
plants; y o u r own health is of the most conse­ 
quence. 
rn

. 
Tne latter part of this month is a good time to 
sow seeds of many kinds of perennials. 
Frepare 
a small bed and sow seed* of the varieties you 
want, giving a little shade until th* plant# are up 
and able to bear the sun- 


Tired mortals used to understand nothing so 
muon as the a rt of resting. 
How many of those 
who have sought seashore or mountain or coun­ 
try durin g tbe sum m er m onths have found th at 
rest for brain or muscle or nerve, th a t refresh­ 
ment, th a t invigoration which is like tbe infusing 
of new life into the old worn-out system, which 
even a short respite ought to give? Vacation 
days depend not so much upon their quantity as 
th e!/ quality fc ■ the benefit they give. 
It is pos­ 
sible r o t u n d a m onth or two with no appreciable 
benefit, no possibility afterw ards of gathering up 
the powers, m ental and physical, with the con­ 
sciousness of new stren g th ; and it is also possible 
to make such good use ot only a few days that 
tbe system will absorb rest and refreshm ent suffi­ 
cient to carry it through m onths of wearing labor 
—m uch as tbe cactus plant on Southern plains 
takes in wi^cr at every pore during th e rainy 
season, and during tho long, bot and rainless 
weeks draws upon this supply of nourishment, 
growing and flourishing while everything else 
aoout it withers awar. 
The constant and excessive dem ands which 
every phase of our American Rio makes upon the 
nervous system renders it advisable th a t when­ 
ever possible a mode of living should be adopted 
th a t will act as a preventive of nervous waste 
and will ald in building up the nervous system. 
Both women and men feel the results of this 
constant activity a ud restlessness which charac­ 
terize our life. 
W hat with the dem ands upou 
attention of her household, of society, of ber 
charitable enterjtrises, aud of th e thousand and 
one things in which she engages, a wom an’s life 
Is as full or work and unrest as mail’s, 
She must 
and does look well to the ways of her household; 
it has the first claim upon her attention, and the 
modern woman, be she literatenr, fashionable, or 
a 
mem ber of th a t 
great 
middle class th at 
mingles not with either of the other classes, 
discharges 
her 
duties towards 
her 
house­ 
hold with efficiency, finding pleasure rn their 
exercise. 
She feels th a t her interests and sympa­ 
thies are inseparably hound in with the well-being 
of the com m unity iii which she lives, and so she 
enters with all ber strength into whatever efforts 
are being made round about her to improve tbe 
condition of society. 
The currents or the time, 
political, literary, scum ti tic, all flow through her 
life and she gives some response of inquiry aud 
intel est to the electric calls upon her attention 
which each makes. In short, the modern woman 
ia genuinely interested in w hatever is of interest 
to the world in general, and this interest, with its 
consequent dem ands upou braiu and hand, its 
inevitable stress upon nerves and sympathies, is 
suneradded to w hat her life was be,ore with its 
domestic and social duties. 
Her life has all the 
intensity, all the rapid, whirling, succession of

And the consequence is th a t our nerves, both of 
men and women, are becoming the most impor­ 
ta n t part of our organism. 
We are a nervous na­ 
tion, and our nerves, wdth each generation, be­ 
come more and more a characteriatic. 
Physi­ 
cians say th a t 
netvous diseases predom inate 
among us, and among our im m igrants the repre­ 
sentatives of th e most stolid nation soon become 
infected with the prevailing tendency, and their 
descendants of tee first and second generation 
show the same predisposition to nervous ailments, 
the same liability to nerve-fatlgue th a t charac­ 
terize those ot American descent. 
The obvious interstice from all this is th at after 
the mouths of wear and tear, of close attention 
aud incessant labor, the few weeks of the sum m er 
months should be so spent as to invigorate

uiinds-and give themselves up to quiet, undirected 
revery, taking for a Short tim e pure rest, wituout 
effort of brain or muscle, doubtless constitutes 
the secret of tho charm which tim ludiau weed 
exei elses over them. 
W ithout doubt they gain 
m uch benefit from this rest, but whether enough

A u tu m n F a b r ic a . 
Not only do coming events cast their shadows 
before, but fabrics aud stylus for next season pro­ 
ject themselves bodily right over and into the 
m idsum m er days, aud side by side with descrip­ 
tions of m idsummer toilets of wob-iike muslins 
we read about how we shall be clothed when the 
autum n winds begin to bring suggestions of 
w inter’s cold. 
H arper’s Bazar has the following 
concerning 
these 
prospective 
materials 
aud 
modes: 
The earliest suggestions of the fashions of the 
nex t season are fouud in the rich fabrics sent cu t 
from the lacto n es a. Lyons. 
The finest silks and 
velvets are usually the h ist of the importations, 
aud these show the new designs th at will he re­ 
peated and modified in sim plar and less expen­ 
sive materials. Large spots shaded on the lower 
edges, hails th a t appear to stand out iu relief, 
eggs, plums, and pear shapes, are the solid fig­ 
ures most seen in the new stuffs. 
These are 
placed at wide intervals, so th a t they do not con­ 
ceal tne giound, which in many of the most cost­ 
ly silks is heavily repped. 
The new repped silks 
are called Victurieuse, and are shown of plain 
color, or with the iigures of s&tiu on the repped 
grouud, or else this is leversed so th at the plums, 
egg* or balls two or three inches iu diameter 
have the wide Victorieuse reps on a satin back­ 
ground'. The colors urn dark, grave tints, and 
the figures are most often in one or two lighter 
gtiadis of the same color, though contrast-, are 
also seen, such as ficelle gray and terra-cotta 
balls on dark blue grounds, straw berrv rail on 
green, brown, or black giounds, while seal brown 
has old gold, cream and cardinal 
red figures. 
Sometimes there are spots of throe or four differ­ 
ent colors, one ut which is a light shade of tbe 
ground hue. 
Bengaline is a very soft and flexi­ 
ble repped silk that is most seen in plain colors. 
A great many twilled silks are shown, resembling 
heavy Surahs, with serge-like diagonals thick 
enough for winter dresses, yet as pliable as the 
thin Surahs of tbe summer. 
These twilled silks 
are also brought out with figures upon them, 
some of which are stamped, others brocaded in 
relief, and still others incised as Ii sunken in the 
background. Among the prettiest of these Is a 
strawberry pattern, with the fruit and leaves of 
natural colors brocaded on a satin surface of the 
popular 
crushed straw berry red shade. 
Tire 
richest black fabrics have large repped balls on 


Batin ground, or an incised figure of satin lustre 
on the repped Victorieuse silk. 
Dark blue Surah 
with serge-like twills lias half-blown Jacquem inot 
roses printed upon it iii chine effects, while 
d ark green Surah or tlie palest skv blue has 
creamy tea-roses a t wide intervals. 
Many of the 
design* so much liked on tbe cotton satine dresses 
worn during the sum m er are repeated in silks 
th a t are so clos<% twilled they look like satin, 
and the same is true of m ixed silk and wool 
goons. 
For wool goods, speckled cloths of the quality 
known as habit cloth or ladies’ cloth are newer 
than the plain surfaces or the cheviots th a t have 
been so long in vogue. 
Bottle green and the 
deepest strawberry red cloths are shown with 
tiny specks of wmto too fine to be distinguished 
separately, yet producing a very pleasing mottled 
effect. 
These will be made un in severe “ tailor 
fashion” with prinC'Sse redingotes entirely of the 
single material trim m ed with a saw-tooth niche 
of tbe cloth or eisc a hand of pornponecte plush. 
The embroidered cashmeres th a t have beef! so 
popular this sum m er will be worn in tho w inter 
with new bo’d designs of embroidery resembling 
applique-work, and in figures like those of irish 
point. 
Applique designs of cloth will be stitched 
on velvet, while bronze, Kid and morocco ara­ 
besques will trim both velvet and cloth fabric* to 
be used as skirts beneath over-dres-es of plain 
cloth, cashmere or velvet. Galloons and passe­ 
menteries of satin cords will trim plain com ers 
hair aud cloth dresses In place of the wider flat 
braids th a t .ire now so commonly used on flannel 
suits. 
An effort will lie made, as’ we have already 
said. to restore alpacas to raver, and with this 
view this useful fabric ha* been made less stiff 
and wiry, while Its gloss.® satin lustre has been re­ 
tained. 
Wide stripes or contrasting colors are 
imported in woollen stuffs of medium qualities 
to lie used as pleating* on the skirt, while tbe 
plain-colored fabric will suffice for the over-dress, 
black and cardiual-red stripes promise to become 
as popular in wool dresses as Hie black and white 
stripes have been for silks and satins during the 
summer. Combinations of two and even of three 
materials promise to remain in favor for autum n 
ana wluter dresses. 
The custom of wearing a 
waist of different material from th at of the skirt 
will not be given up, as it is both economical and 
pretty. 
Satin basques covered with ficelle lace, 
and worn with taffeta silk skirts in fine stripes, 
trim m ed with a large chicoree ruche, are in favor 
at the fashionable watering-places, and will be 
popular demi-season dresses for the city. 


V a r le tle * . 
Very practical for travelling are the kid gloves 
provided in the palm of the hand with a tiny 
pocket fastened by a button, and intended to hold 
the railway ticket or a stray coin. 
W hen one con­ 
siders the difficulty of getting at one’s pocket, 
aud the risk of carrying hand-bags, such a dainty 
little contrivance will 
be justly appreciated. 
Apropos of travelling, we m ust make a passing 
note of tile capital little albums containing leaf­ 
lets of soap paper. 
Who does not know the 
luxury of washing hands and face when by 
chance of alighting on some trickling stream , a 
luxury much enhanced if oue has invested in one 
of these little cases, which she can distribute, leaf 
by leaf, like a benevolent fairy. 
P retty mantelets for cool mornings in the coun­ 
try, and for early autum n days in town, are made 
of twilled wool in small checks of a dark color— 
green, brown, blue or Plack—with white. 
T hose 
extend only to the waist line behind, are slightly 
pointed like old-fashioned doimans on each side, 
are lapped in front in fichu style, and are tied 
half-way down by bows of velvet ribbon. 
A deep 
velvet collar trim s tbe pointed neck, and there is 
a wide piping of velvet on tho edge. 
The only 
seam Is th a t down the middle of the back, which 
is caught up in gathers at the waist line, and a 
large velvet bow is sewed to tho edge to rest on 
the touruure. Cashmere costumes have mantles 
of the cashmere made in this way, and trimmed 
with velvet of the same shade. 
The iridescent bead trim m ings are still in de­ 
mand, and some of tho patterns shown are pecu­ 
liarly effective on some of the new shades of silk 
and satin. Terra cotta and the striking shades 
which have been so very popular this season have 
had their day and will probably bo relegated to 
the realms of the old-time favorites, which enjoy 
from season to season a brief popularity, and 
which vanish from the fashionable world when 
some new sensation appears, and this will in all 
probability be the fate of the peculiar shades now 
in use.

You now have ten stitches left to 
begin another scallop.

Take the length of riek-rack braid you desire 
the trim m ing anti a fine crochet needle and white 
thread No. 40.

C u cu m b er* , 
P ic k le d . 
The small, long kind are hest for pickles, and 
those but half-grown are better than the full­ 
grown. 
Let them be Iresnlv gathered, pull oft the 
blossom, but do not rub them. Fonr over them a 
strong brine, boiling hot, cover closely, and let 
them stand all night. 
Iii the m orning drain on a 
sieve, and dry the iii In a cloth. 
To each quart of 
best wine vinegar put oue-half ounce of whole 
penper, the same of ginger and allspice, and one 
ounce of mustard seed; add onion* if agreeable. 
W hen the pickled vinegar boil* up tnrow in the 
encumbers, aud make them boll is quickie as 
possible for three minutes—no longer. 
P u t them 
in a jar with the bolling vinegar, and cover 
closely. 
Made in this way your nickles will be 
tender, crisp and green. 
It tbe color is not quite 
clear enough boil tbe vinegar over the next uay, 
then pour it over tbe cucum bers and cover per­ 
fectly tight. 
P o o c h P u d d in g . 
Pare and cut into small pieces a dozen large 
peaches; strew over three tablespoonfuls of pow­ 
dered sugar and let stand one hour; make a cus­ 
tard as follows: P a t a pint and a half of new 
milk on to beat; when hot, add a third of a box 
of gelatine, which has been soaked for two hours 
in half a cupful of milk, four beaten eggs and a

and the onion when it ha* boiled one hour; add 
the other seasoning knout half an hour before it 
is done—less cloves a n d more pepper lf desired. 
F r e n c h P a n c a k e * . 
Take two eggs, two ounces of butter, two ounce* 
of sifted sugar, two ounces of flour, half-pint of 
new milk. 
Beat tho eggs thoroughly and put 
them Into a basin with tho butter, which ghoul*! 
be beaten to a cream ; stir in the sugar and Attar, 
and when these ingredient* are well mixed add 
the milk; keep stirring and heating the m ixture 
for a few minute*; put it on buttered plate*, and 
bake In a quick oven for twenty minutes.

syrup is boiling hot, put in tile fru it and cook it 
slowly, or set It back on the tire where it will 
hardly cook at all; let It rem ain an hour, or even 
more, as the longer It cooks the better color it 
will be; Dlace in jars and strain the syrup on It. 
C o rn S o u p . 
Green corn, two quarts water, two spoonfuls 
butter, large spoonful flour, one p in t hot milk, 
cupful cream, salt and pepper. 
Cut oft the top of 
the corn from the cob, and scrape off the rest; to 
a q u art of this add the two quarts of boiling 
water, and let It boll one hour; then strain 
through a colander; put the butter in a stew.

they were not Americans, they would term the 
“ bourgeoise salaries,’' and the fleurlste ot the 
Boulevard Malesberbes cut down ber bill OO per 
cent., and begged to "offer gratuitously” the 
flowers presented by them to Victor Hugo, which 
last concession, as you may suppose, was refused. 
Mr. Morton is away on a short leave, but iii ills 
absence M. HruUtour at onco asked for an audi­ 
ence with M. Grevy; our legation was active,

It is the first in-tan.ee ol the 
kind, and is the more singular because most of tbe 
orange peel consumed in this country is i in poi ted, 
and in a large part from southern France. Orange 
peel is worth about eight c u t s a pound. Oranges 
arc so plentiful in 
Frauen. Spain aud Italy 
as wed as iii Florida and the West indies, that tim 
peel is stripped Irmo tile fruit in large quantities 
and sold tor use in bitters and marmalade, and tho 
juice Is used to make acids. 
Mr. D. C. Robbins of 
McKeseoii & Robhius snowed a reporter samples 
of the two Kinds of peel most generally us J. tim, 
was sweet and agreeable to the taste, blit tho 
other was very bitter, and is generally used in tue 
m anufacture of bitters.

imported article. 
The quality is said to be 
good, and even some professed connoisseurs 
are deceived when California wine is offered 
them under the guise of well-known foreign 
names.

Bayard and Saulsbury seem to have a life 
right in the U nited States senatorsbips, but 
the position of congressman and State offices 
are divided up in a pretty regular son of man­ 
ner that gives general satisfaction. 
The Re­ 
publicans threaten every year to heat the 
Democrats out of their boots, but they have 
accumulated such a big lot’ of rotten timber 
that it is almost impossible to construct even 
a county ticket without getting some of it into 
the building. 


The abundant wheat crop this year has had 
a tendency to make speculators, for purposes 
of their own, figure out a Urger crop than can 
possibly be raised. 
This fact has led the Ag­ 
ricultural Department at W ashington, io its 
August report, to say: “ It is quite probable 
that the product of winter and spring wheat, 
without loss by sprouting after harvest, will 
slightly exceed 500,000,000 bushels, but the 
extravagant estimates which assume 15 or 
20 percent, more are wild assumptions, need­ 
lessly tending to reduce the price of wheat in 
tho hands of farmers.” 
This should put 
farmers on their guard and compel the specu­ 
lators to look for their profits elsewhere. 


A t the conclusion of the Zulu war in 1870, 
T he G lobe, in noting the terms imposed by

or that the Zulu king should be restored 
under such conditions (as the abolition of the 
standing array) as would guarantee the safety 
of the British and Dutch colonies. 
The wis­ 
dom of ibis suggestion has been more than 
justified. The country has bpcome the prey of 
the rival chiefs, each contending with the 
other, and today the British government is 
compelled to retrace its steps, and place tho 
Zulu monarch in possession of bis kingdom. 


The Louisiana Legislature has enacted a law 
providing that no ballot shall be received or 
counted unless printed on paper furnished by 
the secretary of state, and so prepared that any 
substitution may 
be 
unerringly 
detected. 
Southern outrage manufacturers are in great 
distress over this law. 
They condemn it as a 
blow at the free ballot, and declare that its 
aim is to deprive the negro of his privilege of 
voting. The secret of their opposition is two­ 
fold—the law will prevent the use of the tissue 
ballot so potent in the hauds of Republicans in 
both Louisiana and Florida in 1870, and it will 
stop the false charges against Democrats that 
(hey carry electious by the use of tissue bal­ 
lots. Mew York has a very similar law; it 
works well, and might be adopted in every 
State with advantage to the purity of the bal­ 
lot-box. 
It is significant that its opponents 
are Republicans. 


The various bodies of striking workingmen 
and women m ight learn a lesson from the 
Pennsylvania Grangers who are camping nut 
in tents this week in Cumberland county, that 
State. 
They comprise owners and renters of 
farms, and they meet together to take counsel 
one with another regarding the hest method of 
advancing their united interests by improving 
their farms and buying supplies where they 
can Ire had tho cheapest. 
One of the greatest 
secrets of a farm er’s success lies in the small 
amount of money spent foolishly. 
There are 
today thousands of men enduring self-enforced 
idleness who might earn from three to five 
dollars per day if they would go to work. 
It 
may be confidently asserted that nineteen of 
every twenty farmers who are congregated at 
the cann) in Cumbarland county, Penn., do 
do not average the first of these amounts; and 
yet they are content. 


W hat becomes of the professions of Mr. 
Gladstone that he was only ambitious in the 
Egyptian embroilment to restore the suzerainty 
of the Turk in the face of this statem ent iu 
the columns of the Daily News, which is sup­ 
posed to have his confidence? “He (Sir Garnet 
Wolselev) is not likely to be very sorry if his 
awkward auxiliaries, the Turks, are somewhat 
longer delayed in their arrival. W hatever may 
be the upshot of this co-operation, which, how­ 
ever difficult it may be to avoid, must now be 
at least equally difficult to manage, t wo things 
must he devoutly hoi^d by everybody in Eng­ 
land who considers the matter. The first is that 
independent action on the part of the Turks will 
be studiously guarded against; the second, that 
whatever action they are allowed to toke may 
be as far from the centre of the business (wher­ 
ever that may be) as possible. 
Sir Garnet 
Wolseley can hardly desire to be in the case of 
an Afghan genera), who usually has to count 
upon a certain proportion of bis men attacking 
their own side, or at least deserting in the 
middle of a fight.

mitted lo act when and where they please, is it 
much to be doubted that, whatever might 
happen, the complete reduction of the country 
to order would not take place, at least if they 
could help it.”

Gentlemen of the Tariff Commission; T h e 


G l o b e , instead of appearing before you per­ 
sonally, takes this opportunity to call your at­ 
tention to one way in which you can show 
your devotion to the welfare of American in­ 
dustry. 
Your distinguished predecessor in 
framing tariflF law s—Alexander H am ilto n - 
set it down as a guiding principle that raw 
materials should be 
free of duty unless 
there appeared to 
be some overpowering 
reason for taxing them. 
Copper 
is 
the 
raw 
material 
of 
many 
manufactures 
produced, or which m ight be produced, iu 
Boston. 
These manufactures constitute an 
important branch 
of 
American 
industry; 
but they are interfered with by the duty now 
Imposed on the raw material. 
This duty 
ought to be abolished in til# interest of Amer­ 
ican capital 
and 
American 
labor. 
Our 
esteemed high protection contemporaries, the 
Journal and the Commercial Bulletin, agree 
with us on this point, and hence we are sure 
you can have no doubts on the subject, and 
will set copper free. 
You, of course, 
recollect that when Mr. 
Everett P. Wheeler, a free trader, addressed 
you at Long Branch, he argued that the exist­ 
ing duty of three cents per pound on copper ore 
and fire cents per Dound on copper in ingots 
and pies increased the cost of the raw material 
used by brass and copper workers, and was not 
really necessary to the copper mining industry. 
We presume you will admit that if Mr. W heel­ 
er’s latter statement is true, there is no need of 
retaining the duty, and that, if his former state- 
ment is also true, the duty is a disadvantage 
to manufacturers of copper and brass. 
Yon 
cannot escape the conclusion that the duty en­ 
hances the cost of their raw material, unless 
that duty has so greatly increased the produc­ 
tion of copper in this country, and so far de­ 
veloped competition among the miners that 
the play of these economic forces makes cop­ 
per cheaper than it would be if free competition 
with foreign coppa* was also permitted. 
Mr. Wheeler’s statements, you will observe, 
were theoretical, such as all statements of 
free traders are alleged to he. 
Now what are 
the facts? Is the duty on copper necessary to 
the copper mining industry of this country? 
Has it promoted competition among American 
mitier*, and so made the cost of the metal less 
than it would be but for the duty? Does the 
duty increase the cost of copper to those who 
use it, and thus the cost of copper and brass 
\yarcs to those who use them? And then, does 
the duty prevent tho establishment of Ameri­ 
can industries, which would be established if 
there were no such duties? These are ques­ 
tion* for “ practical” men to answer. 
You heard Mr. John L. Gwiunell, a prac­ 
tical New York and Newark manufacturer of 
saddlery hardware, tell you that “ one advan­ 
tage which the English manufacturer has is 
in copper, which costs him, when imported 
from the United States, five cents a pound less 
than the cost in this market.” 
You cannot 
fail to understand what this means. I t means, 
as you clearly perceive, that American copper 
miners sell their copper to the English rivals 
of American mauufacturers five cents a pound 
cheaper than they will sell it to the American 
manufacturers themselves. 
Thip is the prac­ 
tical statement of the Diaotioal Mr. Gwiunell, 
and there is no doubt 
whatever of its 
truth. 
Copper buyers hero have to pay sev­ 
eral cents a pound more than English hovers 
—if they buy foreign copper, to the govern­ 
ment; if domestic copper, to the home pro­ 
ducers, while the latter arc willing to sell as 
cheap as anybody in foroign markets. 
It is 
also a practical fact that, so far from com­ 
peting with each other, the copper miners 
have formed a close combination to keep up 
prices. 
So we think you will admit that the 
theory that the duty is not. really necessary to 
the copper miffing industry of this country is 
proved. 
Next, does the duty increase the cost of 
copoer to its manufacturers? 
Practical Mr. 
G winnell say* it does. 
You heard him tell 
you that the duty made harness hardware 
“ more expensive to the American manufac­ 
turer,” and made it “harder for him to main­ 
tain competition with the English manufac­ 
turer.” 
So bere again practice supports the 
theory, aud both stand together. 
You also 
heard Mr. Snow of this city and Mr. Matthews 
of New Bedford ask for free copper in the 
interest 
of 
tho yellow metal manufactur­ 
ers. 
These 
practical 
men 
pointed 
out 
that 
the 
duty 
on copper hindered 
the 
development 
of 
their 
industry. 
We 
would like to have you hear in mind also that 
copper oro is a principal export of Chili, in 
South America, and that if this ore were free 
of duty it would he brought to this and other 
cities of the Union to bo smelted, while prac­ 
tical manufacturers of cotton cloth and othor 
goods would he enabled to sell some of their 
wares to the Chilians iu exchange for th^ 
copper. 
You are not likely to hold that the duty on 
copper is needed for revenue, since it brought 
in only $81,000 in 1881. 
W ill you not, 
therefore, follow the advico of the great 
Hamilton and put copper on the free list? 


A POLITICAL ( R U H IN MAINE. 


For some weeks rumors of the establishment 
of an independent Republican movement in 
Maine have beeu in circulation, but nothing 
tangible has shaped itself until this time. 
Yesterday the announcement of such a ticket 
was sent over the wires, and what hitherto has 
been a creature of speculation has now as­ 
sumed formidable proportions and become a 
thing of life, the activity of which promises to 
carry dismay into the already disneartened 
ranks of the followers of tho Blaine mac hine. 
A set of nominations have been placed in the 
field, composed of men who have heretofore 
enjoyed reputations for honesty and trust­ 
worthiness which are not likely to be over­ 
come by the standard methods of “coax, drive 
and buy,” invariably resorted to bv Repub­ 
lican leaders, to bring back into the party 
tiaces all refractory subjects.

T H I M A H A T T A E V G A G U M E X T . 


The latest intelligence from tho seat of war 
in Egypt is somewhat different from the rose- 
colored report sent to the tv:;' office by General 
Sir Garnet Wolseley, an.-.; furnished to the 
press of tho world. 
The British commander- 
in-chief, it will be remembered, informed 
the government that ho had repulsed the 
enemy in 
the 
affair 
at 
M ahatta, 
and 
that he 
proposed 
to 
renew 
tile 
attack 
rex! day and 
occupy a position two and 
onc-lialf mile* farther along on the line of 
Hie canal. 
The fact that he did not make the 
advance would seem to indicate that tun 
Egyptians did not suffer so serious a defeat us 
that described in the official bulletin. 
Our late advices from London yesterday 
afternoon were to the effect that for two days 
Arabi’s troops kept the British in check, 
doing tonsiderahle damage by their artillery, 
and {harassing the flanks by flying columns of 
both regular aud irregular cavalry, aud finally 
compelled them to retire under cover of the 
darkness Friday night. 
Even Sir Garnet 
Wolseley himself was obliged to concede the 
accuracy of the Egyptian artillery fire, and to 
apologize for the slight progress made in two 
days’ fighting by stating that his re-enforce­ 
ments did not come up as expected, and his 
guns were delayed owing to the bad condition 
of the roads. 
All rc| orts agree that the British troops be­ 
haved well under fire. The infantry were kept 
l ying down during the entire engagement, and 
the cavalry did what little work it could get to 
do acceptably. 
That the situation was ex- 
treinelr critical at one timo is clearly demon­ 
strated by tho fact that General Wolseley 
found 
it 
necessary 
to 
direct 
oper­ 
ations 
in 
person, 
and 
even 
to 
ride 
within 
range 
of 
the 
Egyptian 
field 
pieces. It is an unusual spectacle to see the gen- 
eral-in-ohief of an army commanding a few 
brigades acting practically us skirmishers, 
and it rarely happens except in grave military 
crises. 
It is probably to this exhibition of 
personal bravery that the English advance 
force owes its escape iroin a serious disaster. 
Still, Sir Garnet seems to have depended more 
on blind chance than on that proper degree of 


p r u d e n c e and discretion which a luau of his 
conservative temperament ought to exhibit, 
and that he came out of the fire unharmed 
proved nothing except that he had a run of 
good luck. 
The Mahatta affair will serve to give the 
army of occupation some idea of the difficul­ 
ties to be encountered before what they 
are pleased to term the rebellion 
is 
put 
down. 
The forces of Arabi do not constitute 
the sole element of opposition to he encoun­ 
tered. 
The country is very dry and dusty, the 
roads are bad, the sun pours down its burning 
rsys on vast unbroken plains of dust and bar­ 
renness; water is scarce and of iyferior duality, 
and the provisions brought from England do 
not last long in such 
a bot and dry climate. 
On Friday the men were exposed to the 
sun for ten hours; they had 
little 
food 
and 
less 
water. 
There were 
forty- 
eight 
prostrations 
from 
the 
effects 
of the heat. 
Tho hospital arrangements are 
not perfected, aud the number of deaths from 
sunstroke were alarmingly frequent duriug 
the past three days. 
AU these elements com­ 
bine to make the position of the English array 
just now serious, if not critical. 
They find, 
too, that the Egyptian troops can tight and 
plan campaigns with more courage aud skill 
than had been anticipated. 
It seems clear that England has not suffi­ 
cient men in Egypt to carry the war to a suc­ 
cessful termination by the tome agreed on by 
Sir Garnet Wolseley, which we believe was 
September 15. 
Get troops are scattered over 
a large tract of country, with impertect facili­ 
ties for concentration, aud her generals seem 
to Ie in total ignorance of the strength of the 
enemy’s position or 
the 
location of his 
main body. 
A rabi’s purpose evidently is 
to move backward slowly, contending for 
every point, and to draw the invader as far 
into the desert as possible, give him battle 
and let loose on him the hordes of fanaticism 
and patriotism by which he is surrounded. 
A 
defeat for the British in he interior would be 


disastrous. 
A retreating army faying before 
a few thousand Bedouin cavalry in the desert 
would stand a poor chance of escape. 
And a 
victory for Arabi would set Egypt and Arabia 
in a regular blaze of excitement aud fanati­ 
cism. 
So we repeat that the prospect of a 
speedy subjugation of the rebel forces is not 
bright.

alike wonders what anybody wants to remain 
behind for, and is lost in utter amazement as 
oLe little 
country 
station 
after another 
is passed with its group of sun-browned men 
and quaintly dressed matrons and maidens 
waiting for the next train which shall hear 
them cityward. 
W hy any one should seek th© 
city iu midsummer—of all other times of the 
year—is beyond the comprehension of him 
who has drawn a breath of pure country air 
within the last twelve or twenty hours for the 
first time in nearly a twelvemonth. 
Strange as it may seem, August is the month 
wbeu most country people visit the cities for 
pleasure. 
I t is not that the city alone bas 
attracted them from their rural retreats among 
shaded valleys or sunny hillsides. 
The short 
summer vacation to which he feels himself 
entitled cannot be spent by the country cousin 
in dawdling away 
the morning hours on 
a hotel piazza by the seaside, and in the 
afternoon in sleeping off the effect* of a rich 
dinner.

To the country cousin, accustomed to a life 
of toil. a do-r.othing vacation is not rest. 
He 
wants change of scene and variety of enjoy­ 
ments. 
A seaside resort will attract him no 
more than the city—it ic the novelty that 
ciairus his attention in both cases, and he 
would not thiuk of remaining a day in either 
place after ho had seen all of the sights. Then, 
again, he can “do” a place in a remarkably 
short space of limo. 
He ask* questions, uses 
his eyes and ears as well as his tongue, aud 
carries away with him crude impressions of 
what he bas seen to be evolved into perfected 
pictures in the succeeding months when home 
cares give him an hour’? recreation ataneigb- 
hor’s gate, or by the fireplace iu stormy 
weather. 
He has taken a city paper, perhaps, and 
read with devouring eyes the long list of peo­ 
ple who are out of town. 
He comes to Boston 
and wanders along the streets, to him never 
looking more attractive, with their big chow 
windows aflame with attractive goods, and is 
jostled by the crowd of other sightseers which 
surges through the streets. 
From the papers 
he rather expects to find 
the 
city 
dull 
and 
empty, 
and 
is 
agreeably 
sur­ 
prised to discover it is so full of life 
and attractions. 
Everybody be meets is in a 
burry. 
His brain is in a whirl of excitement 
and he sees more in an hour than he would in 
a whole day if the city were as empty as he 
expected to find it. 
H e hastens along with 
tho crowd, now on this street, now on that. 
He visits tho Common, walks through the 
Public Garden aud calculates how much corn 
or potatoes he could raise on the ground 
ami wonders why it is allowed to grow 
up 
with 
weeds; 
he 
looks 
at 
the 
big railroad stations, at the hotels and big 
blocks of big bustness houses, visits the City 
Hall, Old South Church, a newspaper office, a 
police station (he is very seldom arrested), 
climb? up to the dome ot the capitol, and looks 
in with awe and veneration upoti the vacant 
seats of the two legislative halls; jumps into a 
car, and is rattled over to the foot of Bunker 
Hill, and doffs bis hat in memory of his dead 
ancestors as he toils slowly up the winding 
stairway to the top of the monument, and then, 
having seen Boston beneath his feet, rushes 
away to catch the first train which will carry 
him to new scenes on the morrow.

He stops 
now ana then to ask a question.and the honesty 
of his intentions smooths away tho roughness 
of his manners and wins for him a respectful 
and instructive answer. 
He goes hack home 
when his vacation—limited before he starts— 
has expired, with the opinion that Boston is a 
big city and has a powerful sight of people in 
it; but for a place to live in he wouldn’t trade 
it for Metawamposett or 
Bulgetown, with 
their solitary church spire, one school-house 
and two or three stores.

Summarizing these reports the Home­ 
stead says: ♦'They show the drought to have 
been blasting in Its effects, except in Southern 
Vermont and tho northern part of Berkshire 
county, where it has been comparatively little 
felt. 
The greatest injury bas been done to 
corn, which will be less 
than 
half a crop; 
much has already been cut for fodder. 
The 
season has been very unfavorable for tobacco, 
the great money crop of this section. 
Reports 
from forty or the principal tobacco growing 
towns in the Connecticut and Housatonic valleys 
show that the crop is two or three weeks more 
backward than usual, with promise of not over a 
full half crop, though immediate rains and warm 
weather may yet improve hundreds of fields. 
Some cutting bas been done this week, but the 
general harvest will not commence before Septem ­ 
ber I. There is a slight decrease in the acreage 
devoted to tobacco in tho Connecticut valley, 
and an appreciable increase in tne Housatonic 
country. 
Less Connecticut seed leaf ana more of 
the Havana seed variety is raised this year than 
previously. Less than one-sixth of the 1881 crop 
is still held by the growers, who ask fifteen to 
thirty cents a pound for it. There have been 
recent sales at eleven to twenty-five cents for seed 
leaf seconde and Havana wrappers. The first 
contract for the 1882 crop has been made 
at twenty cents for 
Havana. 
Onions 
will

yield. 
Potatoes are not half a crop, while the apple 
crop will not exceed the usual “odd-yeat" yield. 
There is no rowen, pastures are mostly dried up, 
and milch cows are fen at the barn. The make of 
dairy products has fallen off largely, and prices 
for milk and butter have a decidedly upward 
tendency. Hay, rye and wheat were good aver­ 
age crons. 
Oats were som ewhat injured by rust. 
Barley is a fair crop, but buckwheat will be below 
the average.

Hood’s Attack on McPherson 
and His Repulse. 


A Gallant Federal General Dies 
Fighting a Classmate. 


Sherm an Settles Down w ith a Growl 
W hich M eans B lood. 


r IV troll Free Pre**.] 
Hood had fought one battle and wa* penned 
np In A tlanta. 
Jo h n sto n m ust h a re expected 
th a t th!* would be tb e result bad no change of 
com m anders been m ade. Ever since bis defeat 
a t D alton he had been fortifying A tlanta and 
m aking ready, lf w orst cam e to w orst, to hold It 
to tbe last. 
C ertain Federal historian* have w ritten of the 
fortifications of A tlan ta to m ake th eir readers 
believe th a t it wa* a second V icksburg. One 
day’* rid e on horseback will shew you every rod 
of them . There it a d irt fo rt here and there which 
m ounted several guns, a lew dozen rifle-pits, and 
th e rem ainder is a sim ple oresstw ork of earth 
ru n n in g over the fields and along th e woods. You 
will be disapDolnted, and yet you oan find noth­ 
ing more, 
A t some points these defences were a 
m ile and m ore out of th e city. 
Today, such has 
been the grow th of A tlan ta you find th e dism an­ 
tled forts and tbe sinking breastw orks running 
across yards and gardens. 
The w orks to tbe w est 
of A tlanta were a t th a t tim e far ou t of the city. 
One who traces them now will find beautiful 
hem es all along th* line. 
You can easily prove to 
fM tr own satisfactio n te a t the 
fortifications 
srblch certain w riters would have appear so fo r­ 
m idable were not m uch superior to the works 
throw n up on every field betw een D alton and A t­ 
lanta. 
They did no t com pare w ith those a t K en­ 
nesaw for strength. 
In the Bherm .in-Rood controversy 
Sherm an! 
m ade use of the following assertion: 
“ You defended A tlanta on a line so close to 
town th a t ever;' cannon-shot and m any m usket- 
shots from our Hue of investm ent th a t overshot 
th eir m ark went 
la te the H abitations of Women and Chil­ 
d r e n .’’ 
Hood did not survey th e lines, in th e first place, 
but stepped Into tho fortifications after Johnston 
had com pleted them . In the n ex t place any man 
w ho believes th a t a single cannon-ball or bullet 
could have reached th e city w ithout design needs 
only throe days’ tim e to p r o v e theco n trary . There 
are Sherm an's lines today ju st as be left them . 
If there is a break anywhere, you have only to 
cross a lawn or a garden to Aud the continuation. 
I walked aud rode along every foot of bls lines, 
and there is not one spot irom which he conia 
have reached the city w ithout an elevation of Ins 
guns. 
In many cases, especially on tbe south 
aide, he bad a plunging lire on the Confederate 
works. 
A t such spots as he had a point-blank 
fire any overshot would not have reached the 
suburbs. If Sherm an m eant w hat he said Wien 
he deliberately m isstated the case, and th a t 
•very m an in A m erica can prove to his own satis­ 
faction. 
W hile the battle at Teach Tree creek resulted 
In the defeat of Hood, S herm an's recklesness re­ 
ceived a check. 
He found th a t H ood was w atch­ 
ing to take advantage of any opportunity, and 
th a t if allowed to concentrate on any one of th e 
three arm ies he bad an even chance or w inning a 
Victory. 
Ile discovered, m oreover, th a t he could 
approach A tlanta from m e south with less diffi­ 
culty, aud 
while 
Hood 
was 
occupying aud 
strengthening the lines Sherm an was sw inging 
around to the south, tb e m ighty left arm reach­ 
ing ou t after tbe other railroad lines which still 
connected A tlanta w ith Hie Confederacy. 
On th e 
nig h t of th e 20tu and durlug the day of the 21st 
Hood Strengthened 
Monte 
of 
Johnston’s 
Lines, 
abandoned 
others for new works on higher 
ground, gave every m an in th a t arm y to under­ 
stan d th a t he m eant fight w henever he could 
strik e a blow. An opportunity was even then a t 
band, In sw inging around to the south M cPherson 
had draw n sway until ne was scarcely w ithin sup­ 
p o rt of Schofield, aud both these arm ies were a 
full half day away from Tnotnas, 
M cPherson, 
too, had stretched bis left flank out very th in , 
and Hood was too good a general no t to see the 
ciiance for a move which prom ised him every­ 
thing. If he could throw a corps on M cPherson’s 
Asak be could double him un. 
lie could not 
catch Schofield th a t way, but if M cPherson could 
be throw n into a panic a direct a ttack ou Scho­ 
field prom ised success. 
H ardee’s corps w as selected for th e flank move­ 
m ent, assisted by W heeler's cavalry, wuile C heat­ 
ham was to take up th e fight as it cam e down th e 
line, and Stew art’s corps was to atta ck Schofield 
In case he attem pted to dctaou reinforcem ents. 
Hood says bis instructions were plain and sim ple. 
H ardee Lad only to follow a broad highw ay to 
find M cPherson’s flank. There w ere a thousand 
m en in W heeler’s cavalry who knew w ithin a rod 
of where the last F ederal picket was stationed. 
H ardee began m oving soon a fter dark. I t is an 
easy gallop of less than an hour from where 
H ard ee bad his headquarters to w here M cPher­ 
son’s flank rested. 
He began m oving at dark. 
G eneral Cox in Ids S cribner book says th a t a 
p art of H ardee’s corps bad a m arch of fifteen 
miles. 
I t is im possible to m ake over ten o f it by 
any route. 
A R ight M arch of F ifteen M iles 
was no feat for Jack so n , even w hen loaded w ith 
a tram eig h t miles long. H ardee cu t loose w ith 
n o th in g to encum ber him , and y et a t daylight 
his men were not all up. 
A t ‘J o’clock he was 
nu t yet in lino. A t IO be nad n o t begun sk ir­ 
m ishing. 
l h re was no braver general am ong 
the w earers of the gray, and the com m and had 
none b u t brave men in it, and vet lf th e world is 
to read th a t Hood was defeated it is but fa ir th a t 
tb e world should read th e p articulars. 
An hour before noon H ardee m oved forw ard. 
L ate as it was, tbe a ttack was unexpected. 
The 
left of bis battle line could be plainly seen from 
tbe house roofs of A tlan ta, when it should have 
been to u r miles aw ay. There was a blunder. 
H e hau not m arched fa r enough. 
In stead of 
strik in g M cPherson’s flank, he had stru ck bis 
fro n t and found him intrenching. 
The F ed ­ 
eral flank was so far away th a t it bad but to 
half-face to come down and strik e H ardee in 
flank. The left of tbe C onfederate assault was 
alm ost w ithin tde city lim its and directed against 
w orks which Hood would not have dared attack . 
’Wheeler opened th e fight in g allan t style, and 
pushed it a fter his im petuous fashion, 
lia rd e e ’s 
lines sw ept over the rough fields aud through the 
woods, driving iii tbe Federal skirm ishers, but at 
sight of the breastw orks th at m arch was arrested. 
M cPherson was throw ing up a line of breastw orks 
no t th ree feet high at any point, and yet it 
checked the advance of whole brigades. 
Hood 
had counted on M cPboison being intrenched, for 
S herm an’s policy was to throw up cover of some 
sort w henever a hale oi half a day was m ade, bu t 
be had p o t counted on 
aach 
aa 
A ttack 
as 
H ardee W as Row 
M aking. 
Tbe results w ere full of disaster. 
H ardee not 
only 
secured no advantage, b a t his blunder 
forced Hood to order C heatham to a tta ck on his 
fro n t, where the F ederals were readv and w aiting 
and strongly intrenched, ana th a t attack left the 
ground covered w ith dead. A m arctt ut a mile or 
a mile and a half iu rth e r by one brigade of H ar­ 
dee’s corps would have placed It on M cPherson’* 
flank and taken his line in reverse. 
He m ust 
then have been rolled down upon Schofield. The 
d irect attack was made at some points w ith spirit, 
aud a t others it lacked the energy to charge th a t 
breastw ork. 
One finds tbe lines today ne tbev 
rested on th a t day, in some case* not over IOO 
le a t 
apart. 
The 
heaviest fighting 
was in 
th e dense woods, where the assaulting lines 
ran rig n t into the Federals before seeing them . 
home of M cPherson^ iutrencbm entg were car­ 
ried, aud the C onfederates captured a num ber of 
prisoner*, several battle-flag* aud six or eight 
pieces of artillery, 
w h en eventually hushed 
back th e lines rested w ithin pistol-shot of tire 
Federals and inside of three bour* bad a breast­ 
w ork all aion ar th e frout. 
th e rifle-pits in which 
pickets h id .them selves can be found every few 
rods, and one would alm ost behove th a t tuey 
w ere scooped ou t w ithin a week. 
M cPherson was at the H ow ard House in con­ 
sultation w ith S herm an when H ardee attacked. 
H ardee’s left ju -t covered tbe highway leading 
from the house down along the railroad and into 
A tlanta, a distance of a mile and a half or two 
miles. 
It Wa* flailed th e Howard House 
from th e ow ner bearing the nam e of Howard. 
It 
was then far out of th e city. On th e same site is 
now a tasty residence owned and occupied by 
P a trick Calhoun, E sq., nephew of the fam ous 
Calhoun, and It is in the suburbs or A tlanta. 
J rom tn is point one c id *** two or three miles of 
the intrenchm ents which protected A tlanta. 
As M cPherson realized th ai an attack had begun 
ho rode down m e highw ay, yet bordered by the 
forest on th e left-uand side. 
a mile b e lo w tho 
H ow ard House a blind road forks to tile rig h t .-.nu 
auotbei to the left. 
H ere lie halted until he saw 
the points of attack and Issued several orders, 
and here be soon discovered th a t the C onfederates 
seem ed to be carrying everything betore them 
Id Hie direction taken by the left-hand road. Toe 
road was lull of m en, and artillery was being 
galloped off to save it, but M cPherson did uot 
stop to a-k questions. 
Brave as a lion, g allant as 
Any knig h t of old, ne rode stra ig h t for the fro n t, 
g ib e d , perhaps, by th e thought m a t he nad not 
tv. ken all the r>recaut’ons he m ight against a sud­ 
den assault on this flank. It is doubtiul if there 
Is living today a tsoutberner who saw the brave 
Blan die, but there „ # several who saw m e body 
direct!] alter, i.od tw o or three Federals ave al-o 
know ing to alt tho incident*, 'Ole road I re ak* 
rig h t into m e w* o is. and is nard y wider than a 
w -gon. Tile C onfederate* had advanced very 
r a il aly tow ards the road, and a* the g e n e ra 
Bas cd oyer it st a gallop he ran ri^ h t up n th eir 
skirm isher#. Me could nave saved his life by a 
B u m m ie;, lu r * dozen men called to bier. but 


w ith a w avo of his hand to them h e w heeled his 
horse and was 
Galloping A w ay W hen the F a ta l B u llet 
R eached Him. 
He was a general who bad m ade his m ark in 
w ar and bac brig h t prospects before him , and one 
of his adm irers, as well as an old classm ate of his, 
was tbe game G eneral Hood who then stood 
w atching the fight. It na* the chances of war, 
am i yet tbe men who fired upon bim lam en ted 
his death in tue most earnest m anner. The woods 
have been underbrusbea around and a p lain stone 
sh aft m arks the spot. The epitaph reads only, 
“ M cPherson.” 
History tells the rest. The sh a ft 
Is surrounded by an iron fence, originally m.ido 
of m usket barrels, hut the vandal rellc-h u n ter 
has beeu th ere and alm ost destroyed it. The pine 
trees about th e spot are filled with bullets, show ­ 
ing w hat a hot fire ilia brave m an rode in to in the 
line of duty. 
W heeler was in the vicinity of D ecatur, m aking 
a strong tight. H ardee was lighting well in spots, 
and C heatham was ordered to attack ell along his 
front to keep tb e Federals busy. T here was no 
■bow for bim to win a victory, but his corps 
moved to th e assau lt WUU cheers and a rush, and 
for a tim e m ade stro n g headway. Several points 
on the Federal line wore carried with th e bay­ 
onet, bu t it was a useless waste of blood. 
The 
Federals ralllsd quickly, and when C heatham 
w ent back he was ragged and torn, and his dead 
and w ounded covered the earth. In this a ttack a 
p a rt of tw o F ederal divisions were attacked in 
tne rear, and had to leap th eir breastw orks and 
light from the o th er side. 
TV here C heatham ’s rig h t connected with H ar­ 
dee’s left is a hill and a railw ay cut. The cu t and 
the hill w ere held by the C onfederate brigade 
against a fierce artillery and m usketry fire, aud at 
th e order 
T hree R egim ents Hashed la t e the Cat, 
rushed across th e open ground, and struck a Fed­ 
eral brigade in flank, w hirling it d e a r around and 
capturing its artillery. 
The brigade behind it 
was now betw een tw o Ares, and was forced to 
retreat and leave another battery in tbe hands of 
the C onfederates, although none of the guns taken 
were carriad off th e field. Between tho cu t and 
the spot wbere th e first battery was taken 147 
dead and w ounded C onfederates 
w ent 
down 
inside of three m inutes. 
Next to C neatham was General Sm ith w ith tbe 
Georgia State troops. The com m and num bered 
between 4000 and 5000,aud was com posed m ainly 
of old men, boys 15 or IO years old, cripples ami 
men who could no t stand th e hardships of a cam ­ 
paign. They pad m uskets, shot-guns, rifles, flint­ 
locks, carbines and m uskets of 
the 
regular 
pattern, and all sorts of am m unition and uniform s 
and equipm ents. I t was expected th a t they m ight 
defend in tren ch m en ts and act as train guards, 
but on this day they were in battle line. As I lieat- 
batu moved forw ard the S tate troops m arched 
against Schofield’* fro n t and m ade a vigorous 
and well sustained attack. 
There were hundreds 
who h*d never been under fire before, and th a t 
such troops m ade a square assault on earthw orks 
held by old fighters may be set down in m ilitary 
history as a ra ie occurrence. 
They were flung 
back w ith heavy less, b u t they did not re treat 
until C heatham ’s lighters th iew up the game. 
From the hour of ii until dark H ardee, C heatham 
and Sm ith assaulted, to be repulsed and assault 
again, but w hat they could not secure in the first 
half hour d u rin g the surprise aud confusion, 
T iter Reed R o t H ave Hoped to Gain A fter­ 
ward. 
Inside of th ree days Hood bad m ade two des­ 
perate attacks, fo u g h t tw o hard battles and lost 
both. 
In both instances his rig h t w ing had 
failed to accom plish w hat he felt he could reason­ 
ably expect. 
A t Peach Tree his chances for vic­ 
tory were even, providing his orders were carried 
out. 
Un the 224 the chauees w ere five to three 
in his favor. 
Men high iii com m aud in Sher­ 
m an’s arm y have adm itted th a t had H ardee 
gone far enough to find the extrem e flank, 
M cPherson m ust have been rolled down upon 
Schofield. 
Hood had lost from 3000 to 4000 men la his 
tw o battles, and had gained nothing bu t tim e. 
Sherm an expected to walk Into A tlanta by the 
20th of July, bu t he was uot to traverse its streets 
for many long days to come. 
To capture the city 
be m ust invest and bom bard it. Bo long as Hood 
could bold A tlan ta he could hold Sherm an in 
fro n t of it. This m eant m uch to L^e in V irginia, 
already opposed by tw ice hts num bers, aud it 
m eant m uch to G eorgia aud Alabam a. 
Hood 
could uot re tre a t beiore Bheruian as Johnston 
had done, but so long as he could Uold him 
around A tlanta he had him tied up to a certain 
extent. 
When Sherm an realized this he settled down 
with a growl which m eant blood; and blood was 
daily shed, from Buckhead ou the north to llough 
aud Heady on the south—from E zra Chapel to 
D ecatur.

a ‘’.Jam aica.” The “Jam a ic a ” (there is nothing of 
a rum sound in tho word) tak es place ju st after 
th e austerities of L ent, on E aster Sunday, when 
a general relaxing is good for th e soul. 
Weeks 
belore young Ballo talk it over, laying plans and 
planning dresses. I t is one of the few tim es in 
th e year when Ju lie t can m eet Romeo th e other 
side of the balcony. 
This year the heavens low ered upon th e auspi­ 
cious night. Coming from tb e d ark ,narrow streets 
a step across the arched entran ce, placed one full 
upon the scene of festivity. 
T here was a sense of bew ilderm ent, 
stran g e 
faces and figures moved about in a hazy cloud. 
One floated along with th e re st and received tbe 
g reetin g of the hostess in a m isty way. 
This ac­ 
com plished, a painful sensation about the eyes 
and a liftin g of the befogged condition of tbe 
brain, enabled one to perceive th a t a few hundred 
cig arettes, as well as heaven, could becloud an 
evening.

The little procession was followed by small boys, 
dressed as n ig h t w atchm en, w earing long cloaks 
and carrying large lanterns. 
A t each bootn they 
halted aud sang a “ dulce” song. This is the c u s ­ 
tom of tho candy venders. 
A t the conclusion of 
the song they left one of th eir num ber to tend the 
booth and moved on until they bad m ade the tour 
of the corridors and d istrib u ted th eir m embers. 
The chief songstress made a tasoiuating picture, 
w ith life throw n in. 
She wore a striped red and 
w hite sh o rt skirt, such as th e natives wear, a red 
bodioe over a white waist, around lier th ro at a red 
neckerchief loosely k n o tted , and in her h air red 
ribbons. 
H er eyes were like night when th e stars 
are tw inkling, lier cheeks like the m ill’s own 
roses; w ith th e tam bourine upraised, her lips 
parted over w hite teeth aud two deep dim ples in 
play, she was as enchanting a gypsy as ever won 
a soul from civilization. Later,' when the dancing 
began, ane sat am ong tbe alatio n s 


A s Dem ure a s A d v Puritan, 
w ith her little bands folded until one was claim ed 
w ith a profound bow ny doubtless an adorer. 
Though th e refreshm ents w ere served from the 
booths early In the evening, they were uot for­ 
gotten later. 
Many found th eir way to the booths 
between the dances. 
The w in e ' booths were 
always well attended. 
The host went am ong his 
guests offering “cognac" to th q ladies, who smil­ 
ingly accepted. 
He was m ost gracious in his 
attentions, taking each one of tbe chaperones, in 
turn, upon his arm to m ake a tour of th e ap art­ 
m ents, possibly to h u n t up some lam b who had 
strayed Into an adjoining parlor to dance. The 
“danzas” w ere soft and sw eet and long. Along 
w ith them floated soft Spanish from IOO tongues; 
the harm ony broken now and then by the falsetto 
of a “ Punch aud Judy, ” w ith which the baby of 
tue bouse was being entertain ed . From an Ameri­ 
can standpoint, tne dancing was very bad. W ith 
regard to fashion, the dressing atrocious, but 
w ithal som etim es picturesque. Any dressm aker’s 
fingers would have ached to rem odel tne costum e; 
b u l Silao, 250 m iles from fam e, fashion aud folly 
—IOO years behind the tim es. 
H appy Silao, with 
its annual “Jam aica,” w hich has a charm quite 
its own, regardless of tim e and fashion. 
Tue “ Gale I ’olitico” was there. 
The m ost strik in g feature w ith regard to public 
en tertain m en ts in Silao is th a t every such per­ 
form ance has several god fathers. 
Prom inent 
citizens and astonished A m ericans are inform ed 
by handbills of 
Tile E xistence of An Unsolicited God Child 
in “ La Plaza de Gallos”—“ the cockpit.” The god­ 
child, be it theatre, circus or hull fight, expects 
the god-fathers’ preseuoe and a substantial m ark 
of th eir favor. 
‘•La Plaza de Gallos” has m ovable seats in the 
p it to enable It to accom m odate itself to tho cir­ 
cus. A round the circular p it the atone seats rise one 
above another. 
Along one wall, midway between 
the floor and the ceiling, the band is suspended 
on a so rt of hanging shelf in tim e of circus. 
H igher still, ju ttin g iroru the wall are rafters 
wboie a p a rt of the audience som etim es sit and 
let th eir feet hang over. 
These seats are more 
com fortable th an the narrow -seated, liigli-backed 
benches of tho pit, where th e ailatocracy sit, 
th eir feet some inches from 
tho floor. 
Tile 
audience takes an active in terest in tile m uric, 
apjilauding popular airs and p u ttin g a stop to 
others by hissing. The footlights ore protected 
by green tissue paper. The actors ex h ib it great 
interest, and, in tim es ot em ergency, even spirit. 
Once an u n fo rtu n ate ghost piem aturely dogged 
th e Steps of tim tragedian. 
In suppressed tones 
he rem onstrated w ith tho ghost, and this not 
availing, lie collared the sp irit and threw him off 
the stage. The audience got th eir m oney’s worth. 
Tho “ Gefe Politico” was m ere. 
Nearly every Sunday the “ P otoslno” breaks 
upon tile air of Silao. The populace, young and 
old, rusi. to the windows to see tho procession of 
the pending bull fight. F irst rides a clown, who 
shouts the prom ised attractio n s, while 
A R abble of l l o r i lfa n g on H is Word* abd 
Horn- » T all, 
obedient to his com m and to cheer and applaud or 
d istrib u te program m es. 
Follow ing th e clown 
rides a m an carrying a loog pole with cross bars, 
hung w ith lancy designs in colored tissue papers 
ami tinsel. 
These are som etim es in tne shape ot 
ships, crow ns, baskets of flowers and rosettes, all 
vi-rv dexterously made and each containing a 
barbed point. They ate called “ b a n d an n a s” and 
are destined to to rm en t the bull. 
N ext in order 
rides th e “ captain do cuadrilla,” followed by 
lour “ toreudores” abreast; those wear tights with 
bespangled short clothes and jackets, gay colored 
caps an d capes; they ate followed by tw o “pica­ 
dores” and two “ laztdores.” 
^Tho “picadores” 
have th e ir breasts and rig h t sides encased in 
heavy leath er; they carry sole-leather shields and 
long pikes, the points of which are about three 
inches long, intended to irrita te, no t to kill the 
bull. 
The whole procession is brought up by the 
baud, keeping excellent tim e w ith th e ir in stru ­ 
m ents, bu t none at ail w ith th eir feet. The bull 
ring is about lour tim es tu e diam eter ot an ordi­ 
n a r y circus ring; It ,s surrounded by a wall of 
m asontJ or tim ber seven feet long. 
Above this 
rise tim seats one abpve another, as in ancient 
am phitheatres. T^e whole, except th e highest 
row of seats, is open to th e heavens. 
A narrow 
roof shades the last row. 
Here, curtained off to 
him self, sits the “ regidor de diverciones," w ith a 
select circle of iriends. 
Baok of him stand seven 
or eigut guards and the bugler. U te ring is di­ 
vided into “ et sol” and “ la som bre.” The seats in 
“la som bre" are from tw o to four “ reals” (tw en­ 
ty-five to fifty cents), being tw ice the value of 
those iu "el sol." 
H ence the " B ren Circle” Is Determined by 
the Mini. 
H ere and there opposite th e wail are partitions, 
bu ilt far enough from it to allow a m an, or even 
two, to slip behind them w hen hard pressed by 
tbe hull. On opposite sides of the ring are two 
eh tran « « (j-jo e for tb s uisb KU$ U?r#v», the other 


for the bulls. 
A t the first call of the bugle ride 
in six “ toreadores,” two "locas,” two “picadores” 
and tw o “lazadores,” led by the “capitan de cua- 
d rilla.” 
They 
fall into line and salute the 
“ regidor 
de diverciones.” 
They 
then take 
up suitable positions about the ring to aw ait the 
bull. 
A t th e second bugle call 
the bull dashes 
into tho 
ring, receiving in his neck a barded 
rosette from a man above th e door. 
A toreador 
snakes his gay mantle in th e bull’s face. 
Tbe in­ 
fu riated anim al makes a dive for him , but tue 
m an jum ps lightly to one side and the hull dashes 
on to a horse. 
The “picador,” if fo rtu n ate, holds 
bim oil w ith his pike, b u t if nor, over go horse 
and rid er a t the mercy of the bull’s horns; the 
rid er usually makes his oscaue. Tho horses have 
one eye blindfolded, and thus do not kuow when 
d eath is upon tnem ; they are kept w ith the bund 
Side to th e bull. When the horse and picador 
fall a toreador calls off th e bull by d istractin g 
him . One of tho toreador’s feats is to rush to­ 
w ard th e bull, holding in each hand a bandarillo; 
as the bull plunges to th e attack the toreador 
ju m p s to th e side and into tho air, strik in g as he 
ju m p s tho tw o bandarillos into th e bull, one in 
each shoulder. An export som etim es run tow ard 
th e bull, springs into tho air above him , and as 
the bull passes under sticks into his back two 
barbs two inches long. 
W oe to the Man W ho Doe* R et Clear the 
B u i l t 
When sufficient horse* hare been gored, th e “ pie- 
adore*" are w ithdraw n. The “ iazadore*” en ter 
on fine horses; they lasso the bull, throw him 
ana the bandarillos, some six or eight, are ex­ 
tracted ; tim bull is released; 
the captain then 
a ttra c ts him w ith a red flag and as he charges 
th ru sts a long sword through his heart, passing 
from the front right shoulder out at the left side. 
A d eft th ru st causes bu t little bloodshed. The 
bull stops, looks about him , trem bles and falls 
dead. Gaviy harnessed mules coms in an a drag 
him out. Tho bugle sounds; a sim ilar scene com ­ 
m ences. 
F our or five bulls are fought and one 
always killed. 
Tbe bull is sold for beef n ex t day. 
Indeed, one hour after the bull flgut a m an can be 
seen in tne streets carrying a bull’s head in a 
tray upon his head. A fter the regular fight, a 
bull w ith balls on his horns i* tu rn ed in to the 
ring to tussle w ith am ateurs, or any who may 
w ish to try their skill. 
D uring th e fight men, 
women aim children shout and applaud. 
If there 
occurs a deed of special valor they often throw 
th e ir bats in to the ring; when the hero retu rn s 
them they are replaced with money, w hich does 
not com e'am is*, as he risks his life fo r $2 50. 
W hen a m an has killed several bull* and several 
horses it is pronounced a tine bull-tight. The 
people go hom e well pleased. The band plays all 
the while. 
A short tim e ago Bffao was greatly 
am used by a contest between men well padded 
w ith straw and a bull w ith balls on his horns. 
The “g efe politico” wa* there. 


SENDING A TELEGRAM. 


H ow a Man Succeeded W ho Wa* R ot Used 
to the Way* of the W ire*. 
[Burlington Hawkeye.] 
One m an reached a long arm over th e little 
crow d clustered a t the operator’s w indow aud 
asked fo r a “ blank telegraphic form ,” explaining 
th a t ne “ w ished to send a telegraphic despatch to 
hie fam ily.” Now, when a man speaks of a “ tele­ 
graphic desp atch ” I always wake up an d look a t 
him , because th e cum bersom e title is all a t u tter 
variance w ith the sp irit of the telegraph. 
It’s 
too long. The use of It betrays the m an who has 
little use for th e telegraph. 
The more he uses the 
wipe, th e sh o rter his term s. 
Tho more nearly he 
can come to saying “m sg” the more co n ten t he is, 
A nd he doesn’t call it a ’‘telegraphic form ” ; he 
asks for a “ blank," black or red, as tho case may 
be. And he never “ telegraphs” anybody. 
He 
“ w ires” them . 
And he doesn’t explain to th e 
operator w hat he w ants to do w ith tne blank. 
Presum ably he w ants to w rite a message. 
And 
as for the m atters referred to in th a t “m sg” and 
the p arty for whom it is intended, th e operator 
will know all th a t he wishes to know —and som e­ 
tim es m uch m ore than you w ant him to k n o w - 
soon enough. 
Bo I w atched this passenger w rite his “ tele­ 
graphic despatch.” F irst he asked the operator: 
“ W hat day of the m onth is this?” T here was 
nothing unusual in that. 
All men ask th a t. 
I t is 
the opening lino in the regular form ula of sending 
a “ m sg." 
You may know w hat date it is before 
entering th e office, you may even have it im pressed 
upon your m ind by Having a note fall due on th a t 
day, but the m om ent you poise your pencil over 
the blank th a t date flies from your m ind like the 
toothache from a dentist’s stairw ay. 
So when the 
luau asked: 
"W h at day of th e m onth is this?” I 
was not surprised. I courteously answ ered him, 
as a cover to approaching his position, lint be did 
not believe me. 
He repeated bis question and 
m ade the operator answer. 
Then I K n ew lie wa* V ery Rear a t IS. 
He spoiled th ree blanks before he got a “ tele­ 
graphic d espatch” w ritten to su it him . 
B ut even 
th a t is not very uncom m on. 
A m an alw ays uses 
stationery m ore extravagantly in another man s 
office than ho does at home. 
Then he w rote every 
word in the body of the despatch very carefully 
and distinctly, bu t scram bled hurriedly over the 
address, as 
th ugh everybody knew th a t as 
well as 
he 
did, 
and 
dashed off his own 
signature in a blind le tte r style, 
as though 
his nam e was as fam iliar to the operator as 
it was to UIS own fam ily. 
B ut even this is not un ­ 
common. A man will w rlto “ C unningham ” so 
th a t no expert under the skies will tell w hether it 
was Covington or C arrington, or Cnm m agen, or 
Carven ton, and wheu the operator points to it and 
asks “ W hat is tilts?” the w'riter will stare a t him 
in blank am azem ent fo r a m om ent, and then 
answer: “ W hy th a t’s m y nam e.” 
“ Well, yes, I 
know th a t,” the operator w ill say; “ bu t w hat is 
your naint?” Then the m an will gasp for breath 
and catch hold of the desk to keep him self from 
falling, and finally snout: “ W hy,C unningham , of 
course!” and look pityingly upon th e operator, 
and then glance about the room w ith a pained, 
shocked expression, as one who 
should say: 
“ G entlem en, you m ay not believe it, and I do not 
blam e you, nut heaven is my w itness—here is a 
m an who does not know th a t my nam e is C unning­ 
ham !” This Is n o t unusual. 
Any operator will 
tell you th a t he has m et C unningham scores of 
tim es and has m ortally offended nim every tim e 
by asking his nam e.

Ridicule They Excited When 
First Appearing. 


The Umbrella in Civilized Nations 
—Its Rise and Progress. 


The Enorm ous A rticle P repared for 
an A frican Chief. 


One m ay be p erm itted to associate sentim ent 
w ith um brellas, since upou one of tb e m ost 
ancient E truscan vases Bacchus is represented In 
the act of m aking an offering to th e lady of his 
passing affection un d er the shade of one of those 
m ost useful articles. 
I t would be hazardous to 
conjecture how often his exam ple has been fol­ 
lowed, or to guess how m any declarations have 
tak en place beneath the frienuly shade of th e 
um brella. 
And, a p art from th e sen tim en t of 
courtship, th ere is no question th a t um brellas 
carry w eight. No unsuccessful m an or woman 
can 
afford 
to 
carry 
a 
shabby 
um brella, 
says 
th e 
New Y ork Times. 
I t is 
only a 
m iU ionnalre 
or 
a p auper 
who 
today 
can 
lu x u riate in a green 
cotton 
“ g am p ,” 
w hich 
shall effectually overshadow and 
p ro tect the 
person, not only from tb e assaults of tne w eather, 
b u t from the prying eye of a passer-by. 
Occa­ 
sionally one see* such a relic of th e p ast a t a 
street corner, serving as protection to m ildew ed 
apples or unw holesom e-looklng pears; b u t one 
m ust go far in to the country to m eet w ith such an 
one deliberately serving its tu rn over a hum an 
head; aud when we do m eet w ith it it will be 
found invariably to be the property of tile m ost 
prosperous m an in tho neighborhood, and to be 
treasured by him as a hallow ed possession. 
In 
Iudia—and, indeed, th ro u g h o u t tbe E ast—th ere 
is a san ctity about th e um brella w hich is very 
suggestive. 
It I* Pre-E m inently the Sign o f R oyally. 
All the buildings devoted to royal residence b ear 
its Im age; high up about th e spiral roof will be 
seen th e w ide-spread um brella, and it bas even 
been suggested th a t In it lay tbe m otive of Indian 
arch itectu re. And, although th is idea is som e­ 
w hat forced, th ere is no question th a t the sign 
bears reference to some very an cien t religious 
symbol. 
At the A rcadian feasts D ionysius was 
w orshiped under the p ro tectin g shade of bis um­ 
brella, w hich afterw ard becam e bis recognized 
em m em . 
N ot only did th e gods of tb e E ast cling 
to the um brella in life, bu t they are represented 
as descending to the shades carry in g one In the 
hand. It was very ingenious of the old Chinese 
to conceive the idea of a su n sh ad ean d fly-catcher 
all in one. 
I t seem s a pity th a t som e m odern 
inventor docs no t give us a luxury of th a t 
kind, and lr in addition it could slay m osquitoes 
it would be an article w orthy or m odern enter­ 
prise. 
B ut such extensive lu x u ry m ight end dis­ 
astrously, and um brellas and parasols would be 
found in tru d in g them selves in to nome* and the­ 
atres, as they did in the old Rom an days, wheu 
ladies, no t having arrived a t an appreciation for 
large bats, exercised th eir privilege of disregard­ 
ing the com fort oi oth ers by opening th eir sun­ 
shades or um brellas during a play. I t was consid­ 
ered effem inate for th e m en to use them fo r such 
purposes; perhaps, however, th is was because 
th e ir broad felt hats answ ered the sam e purpose. 
N ational ch aracter has shown itself even in the 
um brella. In Blam th e king had a trip le shade, 
th ree fram es and covers being fastened together 
upon the stick. 
This was a royal privilege. 
The 
m inister in ctiief m ig h t have a double one, but 
the nobles bad to co n ten t them selves w ith single 
ones, and 
T he Common P eop le Stood ta the San! 
The Siam ese m onks m ade them selves um brellas 
by folding palm leaves in such a way th a t the 
stem form od a handle. 
One of th e titles of aa 
eastern p o ten tate was “ K ing of th e W nite Ele­ 
p h an t and Lord of th s Tw enty-four U m brellas.” 
The hackm en of New Y ork m ay perhaps sym pa­ 
thize w ith those of E ngland, who raised a rio t 
when first tb e obnoxious um brella cam e in to gen­ 
eral use, and tbe m an who had th e aud acity to 
DBB it instead of calling a coach in a heavy show er 
encountered im m ense opprobrium . This in d i­ 
vidual was a certain Jo n as H an way, who declared 
th a t th e article was too useful to be devoted 
wholly to protecting ladies from th e drops 
when they stepped from th e door to th e ir 
carriage. 
In 
tnose 
days 
it 
was 
already 
in 
shape 
and 
stru c tu re 
th e 
model 
of 
the um brella of today, only fa r m ore clum sy. 
The m aterial used for covering was oiled silk, 
and the fram ew ork was very heavy. 
In sp ite or 
Jonas H anw ay’s boldness, g reat ridicule was felt 
a t th e idea oi a m an’s seeking p rotection from 
the heaviest w eather, sud in th e T attler we are 
am used bv the satirical offer or the "m aid ’s p at­ 
ten s” to th e individual who, for fear of rain, bor­ 
rowed the um brella at W ill’s Coffee H ouse, C orn­ 
bin, of tb e m istress, th a t he m ight be dry from 
head to foot w hen be paid a visit. Boston boasted 
"iim uriilos” about a hundred years ago. 
Thoy 
were blue, w ith large k n o tted sticks and heavy 
handles, som ething like sm all pent-houses in size 
and shape; not, perhaps, alto g eth er d issim ilar to 
th a t which Dickens has im m ortalized as tho ad­ 
ju n c t of Bairey Gamp. 
Tho universal adoption of th e use of um brellas 
and parasols has of course occasioned im m ense 
com petition, aud she tra d e in tnem increases 
every year, th e taste spreading as rapidly as civil­ 
ization and progress. 
To such an ex te n t is th is 
tru e th a t an order was received by an E nglish 
house to m ake 
Au Enormous U m brella fo r aa A frican 
Chief. 
It was m ade as desired, sixty-five feet In circum ­ 
ference, th e rib s being six feet long, and it took 
140 yards of m aterial to cover it. The stuff 
selected was chintz, of red, w hite, and blue, 
m ixed pattern, and it requires two m en to open 
it! Every one to his taste. 
The A frican values 
his um brella for its size and w eight ju st as the 
A m erican prizes his for its lightness and tb e sm all 
com pass in to which he can fold It. These points 
have been Drought to g reat perfection by the 
latest m anufacturers, and atten tio n is directed to 
producing an article w hich for efficiency and 
lightness cannot be excelled. 
A m erican skill can 
now com pete w ith th a t of any E uropean bouse, 
and com paratively very fow are now im ported. 
The increasing dem and is alm ost entirely m et 
by hom e m anufacturers, and 
th e system of 
division of labor 
has been 
brought to such 
perfection th a t articles of really good quality 
are produced a t exceedingly cheap rates. 
The 
favorite m aterial for coverings was form erly 
Italian silk, but recently the hom e m anufacturers 
nave succeeded in producing a m ixture of cotton 
nun wool, w ith silk facing, w hich is know n as 
sstine, and which bas alm ost entirely superseded 
tbe use of the im ported m aterial. It Is less ex­ 
pensive and far more durable than silk, aud has 
been brought to such perfection th a t it is alm ost 
w aterproof and has a shining surface not unlike 
satin in appearance, w hich takes dye well. U m ­ 
brellas and sunshades covered w ith th is m aterial 
cost m ore th an cotton or alpaca ones and less 
th an silk ones, and are in increasing dem and. An 
im provem ent of earlier date was m ade in th e 
substitution of steel for whalebone in tile con­ 
d u c tio n ot fram es, which are now of tw o kinds, 
know n as tue hollow and tne paragon. 
The steel 
ribs are im ported in sets, a dozen in each pack­ 
age, and are alm ost always of E nglish m ake. The 
best and m ost exp en siv e,'because the lightest, are 
grooved or hollowed out, whilo 
Cheaper Ones are of Uniform Thickness. 
In addition to tb e im provem ent of “ grooved 
ribs,” they are “ curved,” as it is called, th a t is to 
say, sloped in such a m anner th a t they are sm all­ 
est when the um brella is closed, and can fit Into a 
cap or ring if desired. 
It is this im provem ent th at 
gives the slig h t appearance a good um brella pre­ 
sents wuen stiut, and w ithout which tbe points of 
the ribs would all stan d out in miff aud unyield­ 
ing style. 
Change* have also been m ade in the 
shape of th e cover, w hich is no longer stretched 
stra ig h t from rib to rib, b u t scalloped and frilled 
around the edge, un um brella b tiu g finished off 
w ith plain stitch in g ; in sunshades, otten w ith the 
addition of frillings, puffings and lace. 
Form erly 
fringe was m uch used, b u t it has been entirely 
super*euea by lace 
for 
decorative purposes. 
The m aking of th e nm breila-stick is a branch 
of the trad e wbioh now bus m uch preparation, 
the m ost ordinary one passing tbrougn nineteen 
separate processes betore it is com plete. 
Most of 
them are m ade o f pim ento wood I rom M adagas­ 
car or of bamboo, while the carved handles are 
•applied by dealers whose works em brace every 
Variety of stylo and cost alm ost any price, accord­ 
ing to the quality of the ivory used and the art 
shown in carving it. 
Horn also plays its p a rt in 
the form ation of handles, and the infinite variety- 
offered to r choice in a w ell-stocked um brella store 
gives us some idea of the ex te n t to w hich color­ 
ing,staining,m oulding and carving are carried on. 
In old fashion-plates we see tho parasol as it 
was some ten years ago; today it has so changed 
in form th a t it is scarcely recognizable. 
The 
dainty, lace-covered toy is transform ed into the 
sensible sunshade, iu whicn, however, fashion 
also rules, for it can be had in the plainest and in 
tb e m o il fan tastic styles, in the cheapest form , or 
again so decorated as to be alm ost priceless. This 
season 
Bright R eds and Blan* H ave H ad a T en* 
porary R eign, 
bu t not to an e x te n t to affect tbe trade. 
One of 
tbe oldest m anufacturers in tbe city asserts th a t 
there is no dem and today for beaded or fancy 
sunshades in com parison w ith th a t of a few Sea­ 
sons ago. Then beaded sunshades were dem anded 
by the thousand, while today lf a hundred were 
ordered it would create surprise. 
B ut tu e reason 
for this is probably heoause decorative ideas have 
declined. 
A becom ing costum e today dem ands a 
sunshade in harm ony with it, and m any ex q u isite 
designs are to be seen painted upon satin or em ­ 
broidered upon silk coverings. 
The bouquet ot 
flowers, long bows and ends ot ribbon, lace puff­ 
ings, shirred flounces, edgings or all kinds, are 
th e mode. 
Fashion, too, d ictates heavy handles, 
th e toldtug stick having gone com pletely out of 
date; the ami now seem s to be to m ake the han­ 
dles as cum ber,oine as possible. L arge rings are 
also added, and these are certainly co n v en ien t 
In carrying tbe article about; b rig h t ribbons are 
usually attached to them , or a dainty cord aud 
i assai, re m a p s in nothing has the m aking of 
um brellas been carried to such perfection as in 
tbcM attached tv o h iljreu ’s v’ftrriages, and whivh 


are of every size and m aterial, and so light and 
tasty th a t they serve the double purpose of shade 
and ornam ent. 
In th e g reat b eat of the past 
week it was pleasant to see a new application of 
tb e um brella to th e use of horses, a sm all one be­ 
in g fixed directly over tbe anim al’s bead, a 
contrivance w hicb m u st have added infinitely to 
its com fort. 
Tbe sizes of um brellas are also slightly affected 
by passing fashion. 
Tbe trad e recognizes tnree 
sizes, and, except for special orders, they are 
m ade 23, 25, or 27 Inches In circum ference. 
Sticks do not vary in length, b a t as f ir as decora­ 
tion is concerned, there is no lim it to th a t. 
Borne 
are painted, some even gilded, and, as we have 
seen, carved ivory and wood play th eir parts. 
Some Person* P articu larly A ffe e l the Ugly, 
and for them m onkey beads, skulls, and gro­ 
tesque im ages have a charm ; others p refer the 
plain bent bandies; others, Again, have a leaning 
to a book, and ju st as varied as the tastes of the 
day are tb e bandies provided. There is no need 
to dwell upon tbe dam ty-jew elea ivory handle, 
for th a t can alw ays be bought if length of purse 
w arran ts it, b u t will never be very com m on, ai- 
tttough th ere Is a grow ing tendency to ornam ent 
the handles both of sunshades ana um brellas ex­ 
pensively. 
All sorts of odd things have been col­ 
lected in th eir tu rn , bu t we have never heard of a 
collection of um brellas, yet such a one would 
have considerable In terest and even value. 
I t is 
always fascin atin g to w atch tbe developm ent of 
hum an ingenuity and industry, and it is perhaps 
well som etim es to consider how fa r we advance in 
our efforts,and w hether w ith all our ingenuity we 
ever outrival the p rim itive efforts of n atu re. In 
th is very m atter of um brellas we have not m ade 
such very fast strides in advance of one of the 
m ost insignificant of insects, if n atu ralists are to 
be relied upon. To say no th in g of the um brella 
a n t of F lo rid a there are th e parasol ants of T rini­ 
dad, who, according to recognized au th o rity , 
carry loaves in th eir m ouths to shade th eir backs. 
“ These luxurious insects when d istu rb ed rush 
Into th e ir boles aud b ring ou t a lo t of very large 
com rades w ith big beads and im m ense nippers, 
who a t once assum e an a ttitu d e of self-defence, 
being, in fact the bullies of the establishm ent, 
while the gentle parasol-bearer stands Aside to 
w atch th e fu n .” B ut th is is nothing in th e way 
of ants, lf Sir Jo h n L ubbock is to be believed 
when he says th a t some of these trib es keep an 
old beetle which they w orship as an idol; prob­ 
ably, like th e ancient A vauese, they p u t up tn eir 
um brellas when they say th e ir prayers! 
Of course we m ust seek th e origin of um brellas 
in th e shade 
provided 
by th e overhanging 
branches of trees, bu t it adds 
Som ething of In terest to Oar Subject 
when we read of tb e b anyan tree found n ear the 
G anges, w hich is tbe co u n te rp a rt lo appearance 
of the m odern um brella, being of pyram idal 
form , sloping from a oentral sum m it to th e ex­ 
trem ity of tne lower branches. 
H ere, no doubt, 
was the first rude idea of tb e fam iliar article of 
every-day use, and g reat as is the perfection to 
w hich It bas been brought, it is a question 
w hether th e m ost nighty finished silk um brella or 
satin sunshade of today affords m ore p ractical 
shelter than tbe prim itive attem p ts of th e earliest 
civilizations. The Chinese um brella bas m uon to 
recom m end it. I t is lig h t, easily opened, and 
serves tb e purpose for w hich it is intended, and 
tbe C hinam an has rested com fortably contented 
w ith the article as it was handed dow n to him . 
W nat 
a 
suggestion 
of 
satisfied 
hum anity 
this 
fa c t 
conveys. 
I t 
is 
really 
enviable, 
while the co n trast afforded by the seething, 
pushing, excitable determ ination to im prove 
upon everything th a t ever w asdone before is em i­ 
nently cn aracteristio of tb e force of W estern 
civilization and progress. 
We never a tta in per­ 
fection in anything. No sooner has one m an suc­ 
ceeded in p aten tin g au invention w hich shall 
bring any given article to a degree of superiority 
never dream ed of before th an straightw ay in 
comes an o th er fellow and p aten ts an im prove­ 
m ent upon tn e Invention of the last patentee. 
In 
fact, the history of p aten ts is a proof, which 
seem s so far to have escaped tbe observation of 
scientists, of the evolutionary theory. 
From tbe 
sim ple leaf carried over th e a n t’s defenceless 
back, o r the pyram idal banyan tree, have been 
evolved th e perfected um brella and sunshade of 
today, and by tue sam e involuntary process im­ 
provem ents will go on year by year, p aten ts will 
be dem anded, until som e articles of elegance at 
p resent undream ed of by us will be th e resu lt of 
the n a tu ra l law of Belection. There is no tell­ 
ing to 
W ha* G reatness W e M ay T at A spire la the 
U m brella Field, 
in face of the faot that in E ngland 350 patents 
were taken out for im provem ents in these neces­ 
s a ry articles w ithin a period of less th an eighty 
years, and in one year m ore th a n twenty-five 
p atents w ere gran ted to in v en to rs and Im provers 
in the U nited S tates I 
Tbe m arch of Ideas upon th e su b ject Is proved 
by th e definition of an um brella as given today, 
and as found in a d ictionary d atin g 1700. 
W eb­ 
ster tells us th a t an um brella is “ a shade, screen 
or guard, carried in th e hand, for sheltering the 
person from th e rays o f the sun and from rain or 
snow ,” w hile K ersey, 150 years ago, defined it as 
“ a screen com m only used by women to keep off 
th e rain .” Ten years ago the num ber of “ persons” 
who considered the shelter desirable was go g reat 
th a t the value of um brella m anufactures iu the 
S tates alone was nearly $5,000,000 per annum , 
and it is reported th a t sinus th a t tim e the im port­ 
ance of th is branch of Industry is nearly doubled. 
There is a carious connection between um brellas 
and dishonesty. It Is an open question w hether 
any one could be convicted of “ stealin g ” an 
um brella; fo r the m ost p a rt they appear to 
be 
public 
property. 
Books 
and 
um brellas 
(a 
curious 
conjunction 
by 
the 
way) 
are 
apparently n o t considered as personal prop­ 
erty. 
E ith er 
can 
be 
borrowed 
indefinitely. 
A borrowed book, like a borrow ed um brella, m ay 
be handed from one innocent th ief to anom er, 
u n til it is hard to tell to whom it belongs. “ Oh, I 
borrowed it,” is sufficient explanation of th e pos­ 
session of either. 
As regards um brellas, this 
fact has becom e so thoroughly well recognized 
th a t no um brella can be said to bo lost unless it is 
destroyed, for until th a t final catastro p h e has 
taken place it is probably only changing ow ners, 
and passing a dissipated existence iu a series of 
experiences w hich m ight be Iound as d iv ertin g 
in th eir way as were those of Puck or the Dog of 
Flanders. 
I t occurs to us th a t the hlstroy of an 
um brella 
faithfully w ritten 
would 
afford 
a 
glim pse of m ust varied social circles, and th a t 
the w riter who would perseveringly follow the 
career of the best silk 'um brella from th e tim e 
it leaves th e store to Its final disappearance in 
the dust-barrel would find unlim ited scope for 
graphic and realistic description.

has m et w ith the concurrence of Bishop F ab le ol 
M ontreal, who will probably issue a sim ilar ono 
It is well Known, of course, th a t the Catholics of 
Canada are governed by the canonical rules, which 
do not hold in this m issionary country; bu t it Is 
only w ithin the p sst decade te a t rules for th eir 
guidance,apparently arbitrary,w ore announced by 
the bishop. 
Shortly after M. F abre was ap­ 
pointed coadjutor bishop of M ontreal tho use of 
brass or stringed instrum ents was forbidden in 
the churches—an edict w hich was followed ud bv 
th e exiling of women from th e choirs and the sud- 
stitu tio n of the plain G regorian ch an t for the 
flowery and operatic m usic which was form erly 
sung. The nuns were forbidden to allow males, 
except priests, to atten d th e exercises of th eir 
scholars, 
so

cises. Th) se rules were obeyed in M ontreal 
w ithout a m urm ur, and now the Interior of a

stranger. 
In 
the 
country itself crosses and altars ny tho roadside 
ara frequent, and at the sound of the Angelus bell 
the good Catholic stops and prays. 
XV ben the 
cure drives abroad, carrying the sacram ent to the 
sick or dying, he tings a bell in his ch arette and 
th e good h ab itan t pauses, bows his head and 
m urm urs a prayer for the afflicted. 
In tho city as 
well as in the country on tho Feast of Corpus 
C hristi tho sacram ent is carried publicly by the 
bishop, attended by his priests, or by the village 
pastor and his acolytes, dressed In th e religious 
garb, under green arches and over flower-strewn 
roads or streets. In M ontreal on the la st recurring 
feast day the procession passed over a m ile in 
g 


oing and retu rn in g to the church. Thus it may 
e seen th a t the canonical rule of the church In 
C anada is constantly becom ing more strict. Rev. 
Dr. MeGlyuu, pastor of St. Stephen’s Church, 
New Yorki sneaking to a World rep o rter about 
Bishop Lafieche’* pastoral, said: " I a t least do 
no t th in k the abolition of frizzes and bangs will 
follow, even am ong th e flock of his L ordship 
Bishop Lafieche. Because he sees fit to issue such 
a 
pastoral, it does no t follow 
th a t others 
will 
also do so. 
I am 
inclined to believe 
th a t 
one 
wom an 
know s 
more 
about 
the 
proper areas for her sex th an a whole arm y of 
priests and bishops w ith Bishop Lafieche a t their 
head.

to atten d to than the apparel of the congregation.

L i t t l e R o c k , A rk., A ugust 28.—A bout a year 
ago there cam e to this city from Texas several 
fam ilies, Including a dozen or more children, and 
rented a house where all have lived in common. 
T heir abode they called th e "Tem ple or H oliness" 
or the "S aviour’s Horae.” 
The male m em bers sell 
wood for support of the com m unity, and the women 
and children never go abroad. 
E verything is 
owned in common, and no one could join the 
band unless he surrendered ail his property to 
th eir leader, a m an nam ed W illiam s, living in 
Chicago. 
Some tim e ago two of the lenders 
here were im prisoned on charges of defraud­ 
ing out of 
ber money an aged woman who 
had been induced to leave her fam ily and join 
the home. Three days ago five m ore of the men 
were arrested on the charge of neglecting and 
starving th eir children. 
Today they w ere all 
convicted 
aud 
sentenced 
to 
fines 
aud 
im prisonm ent. 
The 
children 
are 
in 
a 
deplorable condition, having bad fo r m onths 
nothing to eat bu t corn m eal and w ater, which 
appears to have been th e general food of all. 
R eligious fanaticism m arked th eir actions and 
they professed to tru s t to prayers for everything. 
They in te rp ret the Bible literally and wtien sick 
pray for recovery, but will not perm it a doctor or 
m edicine of anF description to en ter the house. 
M uch indignation is expressed by th e citizens 
a t the cruel treatm en t of the children.

The w isest aion of A m erica have been fooled by 
a sm art sw indle; the Concord philosophers have 
been the dupes of a cunning sh arp er; a pretended 
rep o rter trom the W est atten d in g the sum m er 
school of philosophy has turned out to he a forger. 
The whole story is this: Mr. F. ll. Sanborn, an 
officer of the school, received a registered letter 
about the 14th of last July from one G. VV'. Cush­ 
m an of Evanston, IU., having enclosed $5, tho 
am ount necessary to be deposited In order th a t a 
seat 
should 
Vie 
reserved 
for 
him. 
On 
the Sd of 
A ugust 
he 
apparently w ent to 
Mr. Sanborn, and showed bim the registered let­ 
te r receipt ii^order to prove his identity. W hether 
he brought any letters of introduction or certifi­ 
cates of any so rt cannot now he ascertained, since 
Mr. Sanborn left for the W est a couple of days 
later, and has not yet returned. L oners scut to 
him requesting inform ation on this point prob­ 
ably have not been received; at least no answ er 
has been returned. 
Before Mr. Sanborn left 
Concord ho introduced Cushm an to Mr. Emory, 
another officer of tho Concord school, saying th a t 
he m ight w ant to be identified at the bank. 
A ccordingly 
when, 
four 
or five days after 
S anborn’s departure, Cushm an cam e to Em ory 
and asked to be introduced at the bank the la tte r 
assented w ithout hesitation or question. 
it has 
been the custom ever siuce the rcliool was started 
for the officials to perform th is duty of Identifi­ 
cation. the process being merely of the n atu re of 
a statem en t th at tho person in question was a 
m em ber of tne school. 
Well, Em ory introduced 
C ushm an, who presented a d raft for S25 on a 
Chicago bank, which proved to be genuine. 
Not 
long after he presented one for $250 from a 
Chicago batik, and later one for ahunt 837U from 
a < lilcago bank on the Boston Bank of Com­ 
m erce, both of which were paid bv the cashier

W ith th e form er of these tw o Mr. Em ory had 
nothing to do. 
As to bls connection w ith the la t­ 
ter, both he and the bank officials decline to ex­ 
plain. 
V arious rum ors are floating about tho 
tow n aa to th is point, b u t nothing definite can be 
ascertained, trashm an in tile m eantim e had been 
introduced by bis landlady, Mrs. Jackson, to Mr. 
Toim an or Concord, a tailor doing business on 
W ashington street, Boston, of whom he ordered 
a $00 su it of clothes. 
H e deposited w ith this 
gentlem an, as a pledge of good faith , a $20 
check, 
which proved to be genuine. 
A lter 
g ettin g his last d ra ft 
cashed 
a week ago 
last Monday, be left Concord on the afternoon 
tra in for Boston and has not been seen in Con­ 
cord since. 
When he reached Boston he went to 
Mr. Tolm an’s, called for (he suit of clothes, which 
he had ordered, and presented in paym ent a 
check for about $350, rem arking th a t as it was 
a tte r banking hours be was unable to get it 
cashed.

Mr. Em ory says he had very little to do w ith 
th e mail, and as Tar aa his Knowledge w ent Cuch­ 
ulan never w ent into anv house in Concord be­ 
yond hts hoarding-house, the H illside chapel and 
th e hotel. 
A lthough he m ight have gone lino 
society some, yet he k ept ra th e r quiet. 
He told 
Mr. Emory th a t he Intended staying in Concord 
till Septem ber IO, and then going to C am bridge,

Before leaving Concord he told one or the ac­ 
quaintances be m ade th a t he thought of visiting 
some of the Eastern w atering places, as the Chi­ 
cago Inter-O cean w ished him to do a little work 
for them before his retu rn to the W est. 
Cush- 
m au’s personal appearance was quite prepossess­ 
ing, aud iu th is respect also he gave the philoso­ 
phers no reason ror suspecting w hat sort of a fel­

Alercadante bad to pay the additional cent before 
it was delivered to him.

Alercadante whenever th e latter w ent into tbe 
street, witli the view of arresting tho blackm ailer 
whenever be attem pted to collect the $500. 
’J he 
detective also kept guard at .Mr. M ercadante’s 
office, but did nut stay at th e house in H arlem . 
A bout 8 a. rn. yesterday, however, an Italian, 
resem bling in appearance the typical brigand, 
rang the bell of Air. A lercadante’s house, ami 
asked to see the owner. Mr. Alercadante answ ered 
tile sum m ons and was handed a pistol cartridge, 
together w ith a note w ritten in italian to the iol- 
lowing effect: 
S i g n o r —You will give to tho bearer the uinount 
abreed on. or, as you have reasou to know, some harm 
will befall you. 
Tills note was w ritten in rod ink on a scrap of 
green paper, so th a t altogether it was very Italian 
and patriotic. 
Mr. M en ad au te told the bearer 
th a t he Dad no money w ith him, but th a t if the 
bearer would come to the office in Pearl street at 
I p. rn. he would see w hat lie could do for him .

F or several years past, says th e F rancisco Ex­ 
am iner, robberies have been system atically com ­ 
m itted on the steam ers of Goodall, Nelson Se 
Perkins, plying between th is and north ern ports 
and also on tho wharves a t w hich the steam ed 
land. These robberies have been very varied ic 
ch aracter and ex ten t, and have so far baffled ai 
the skill of th e officer* em ployed to h u n t dows 
the perpetrators. 
No ch aracter of m erchandise 
was safe from the raids of th e thief or thieves, 
and Goodall Se Co. w ere daily called upon to m ake 
good large losses to the consignees. E m it, cigars, 
canned goods, liquors and all kinds of edibles 
were stolen 
from 
the 
steam ers in tran sit. 
Boxes were opened, half th eir contents taken 
and tb e rem ain d er forw arded to tbe consignee. 
Bales and cases of dry and fancy goods, iron 
and bras-w are, crockery, nuts, porlyraery and al) 
articles of ex p o rt from this port*to V ictoria and 
S eattle paid toll to the trespassers. On Broadway 
w harf in th is city the peculations included d rafts 
upon all kinds of m erchandise. 
M arble chim ney- 
pieces, slabs and table tops were packed off 
bodily, and n e re r was a trace left behind. 
Bags 
of Deans, linseed, peas, can ary and rapeseed wore 
stolen entirely or robbed or a latge portion of 
their contents, 
.“ mall pieces of valuable fu rn i­ 
ture 
were 
m issed 
constantly, 
and on 
sev­ 
eral occasions 
a

stoves 
were 
Molen. 
Tbe 
thieves 
hesitated a t nothing. 
A set of harness was taken as readily as a bol 
of crapes or a bunch of banana*, hut th e great 
built of th® robberies showed th a t they preferred 
to take trom the w harf such goods as would com ­ 
m and a ready sale In grocery stores. 
Valuable 
brass fittings for m achinery, sheet copper and 
shin chandlery or all kinds w ere stolen in such 
large q u an tities as to nrove conclusively th a t th* 
thieves were an organized cand, and lf not actu­ 
ally em ployed by Uh* com pany them selves they 
Had m aterial assistance from the com pany’s ser­ 
vants. 
H ardly a single m iscellaneous shipm ent 
E s r a p r il T h e i r R n v ases, 
either on th e w harf or on board the com pany'! 
steam ers. T he losses am ounted to thousands O' 
dollars annually, and would have sapped the pro* 
perity of any iii iii less w ealthy chan the one thai 
had to foot tb e bills. 
Tbe com plaints of con. 
signee*, and the trouble and expense of investi­ 
gating claim s, caused as m uch annoyance to 
Goodall A Co. as the actual losses them selves, but 
iii spite of RU th eir efforts they could find no clew 
to the tbit vee. 
The force of w atchm en on the 
w harf 
was 
doubled, trebled 
and 
constantly 
changed around w ith one or tw o exceptions, but 
not univ did Hie larcenies tail to decrease, but 
they actually becam e larger and moro varied. 
A bout th ree years 
ago goods In 
tra n sit to 
southern ports were robbed as extensively as 
those on the northern route. All kinos of case 
goods were stolen wholly or in p a rt un til tho 
carrying business of Goodall Se Co. was seriously 
liiju'rett by the annoyance caused to shippers. 
'Hie com pany kept tho fact of th eir losses na 
secret us possible, and paid them w ithout any 
trouble, but still m erchants were not satisfied and 
com plained bitterly. Goodall A Co. have lost in 
leis way d u rin g Hie past five or six years m oro 
t ti att $250.HIX), and by some persons who hava 
for u long tiino known of w hat was going on tho 
losses are p u t down at nearly half a m illion. 
Often in one n ig h t nearly a schooner load of 
mixed m erchandise has been taken from the

Tho only conviction obtained so far against the 
thieve* was in the m onth of May, when an officer 
stationed at the Fotrero cap tu red a man nam ed 
Thom as Edw ards, alias H ubert Keys, a t the h u n ­ 
te r’s Foint dry dock, w ith a quau tity of copper in 
his possession, which had been stolen from oue of 
the com pany's steam er*. The value of tbe copper 
wa* a i rifle less than $50,and tho only charge upon 
which the lin er could he convicted, was petty lar­ 
ceny. Tom K ane wa* released from cnstody w ith­ 
out trial, eith er iii return tor tho evidence he had 
given ag ain st others or because the officers feared 
th a t they would alarm the other thieve* anil not 
even secure a conviction against Kane. 
As the 
m atter now stands there is uo hope th a t the 
thieves will ever be convicted or any am ount of 
tho sto leu propel ty recovered. The peculations 
have extended over so long a period, and the 
thieves have so carefully covered up th eir tracks 
th a t the task of their capture is alm ost hopeless. 
Some of th e officers are still w orking bu tbe 
case, bu t it is believed th a t they have tiled a re­ 
port w ith th e chief of police, in which they In ti­ 
m ate th at, ow ing to the desire of the O. 3. <£ N. 
Company to keep m atters quiet, there Is no use 
in continuing tho search. 
In any case, the affair 
is fully ripe for disclosure, and the com plete de­ 
tails of w hat the officers h a re done will shortly 
be published, enough n o th in g more bas takeu 
place th an is outlined in the above story.

officers who have had the oase in hand appear 
to have done all th a t lay In th eir power, and 
are not to blam e th a t they cannot show b etter 
results th an one potty larceny conviction for 
robberies of over $250,UUU w orth of m erchan­ 
dise.

P ort Sa id, August 24.—There exists considera­ 
ble apprehension regarding the water supply so 
long as Arabi regains any supremacy in the terri­ 
tory between tho Suez canal and tbe Nile. The 
population of Port Said, Ismalliya, Suez and all 
the stations along the canal would have to de­ 
camp it tbe fresh water ceased to coiue to them. 
The first work M. de Lessors had to undertake 
was that of bringing the fresh water along the 
desert. 
W ithout tbis he could not bring bis work­ 
men on tbs spot. 
Remove what M. de Lesseps did 
in tbis case and tbe desert will again become un­ 
inhabited. In tbe time of tbe Pharaohs acana! was 
cut from tbe eastern branch of the Nile, near Bu- 
baatis, now Zagazlg. 'Ibis canal want along a hol­ 
low In the desert, where it is supposed an outlet 
et the Nile once bowed toward tbe Bitter lakes at 
some far back date when they lormed the end of 
the Red sea. 
This hollow is-known as the Wadi 
Tomlet, and the Valley of the Saba Bir, or “Sev- 
en W ells.” After passing this it went south to 
Suez, where it Joined the Catur, or Red sea. 
By 
means of this ships could pass to the Nile, and, 
by the Nile to the Mediterranean, as well as com­ 
municating with Memphis aud Upper Egpyt. 
M. 
de Lesseps found portions of tbis canal still un­ 
tilled, and be had it repaired and cleaned out, 
and connected it with tbe Nile at Zagazlg. The 
point of supply to tho water at Suez is at present 
within Arabi’s reach. 
It is at Zagazlg. 
This 
sweet-water canal is altogether about IOO miles 
in length, and will require some tim e to dry up 
after 
tbe 
supply 
is 
cut 
off, 
but 
tho 
climate of Egypt is Warm at this tim e of the year. 
Tbe water supply of Port Said hangs on a still 
more slender thread than that of Suez. 
The 
aweet-water canal was oarrlea on to Lake Tiinsali 
by AL de Lesseps, and by means of an engine the 
water was raised to a cistern on the sandy heights 
called Elguisr. From this a pipe was laid in the 
sand all the way along the south bank of the 
c.mal to Port Said, and tbis is still the only supply 
which is led by gravitation for the stations on its 
northern half, a distance of about fifty miles. 
The sweet-water canal supplies ism ailiya and tbe 
Southern half, and the pit)* ju st mentioned sup­ 
plies the other. If the sweet-water canal should 
ne dammed up at Zagazlg it will deprive both of 
these sections of their supply.

Advices from Egvpt Indicate tbat tbe annual 
inundation of the Delta baa commenced, tbe Nile 
having already overflowed in low places along Its 
banks. With tbe overflow of the Nile comes tbe 
critical moment In the campaign In the Delta. 
This region .presents peculiarities as a battlefield 
which are not found, perhaps, in anv other part 
of the globe. 
Many low-lying countries are liable 
to be flooded by the tea if dykes and banks be 
broken by accident or design; butin the case of 
Egvpt this liability obtain! only tor a certain 
period of each year, the time and duration of 
which can be predicted with absolute certainty. 
Unfortunately for the British, the period during 
which the country can be flooded begins just as 
tor darnel W olseley is ready for active cam paign­ 
ing, and it will last" for about two months. During 
tlie past. thirty years the earliest time at which 
the Nile attained its maximum height was on 
tlie 2 7 th o f August, 1808, and the latest on the 
20th of October, 1872. 
A rauge of nearly two 
months is thus exhibited, hut it must be remem­ 
bered that tb eievel of high Nile is very nearly 
constant for some weeks, so that, for all practical 
purposes, the variation in tim e would be included 
within much smaller lim its. Taking the average 
of fifteen consecutive years, the official returns of 
the Egyptian government abow that the Nile had 
risen fourteen feet above low water level the first 
week in August ane nineteen feet in the third 
week, twenty feet in the first week of September 
and twenty-two lect in the first week of October, 
and that it had fallen to nineteen feet again in 
the first week of November and to twelve feet in 
tbe first week of December. A very high Nile 
such as that of 1874 may rise no less than twenty- 
eight feet above low water level, and the heights 
at the commencements of the several months 
enumerated above would be. of course, corre­ 
spondingly increased. 
Not merely the river, but 
ti e Innumerable canals, constituting a network 
of waterways over the whole country, oiler facili­ 
ties for 
A NE tar h ie von* F lo o d in g o f th e C o u n try . 
To retain the water in these canals high banks 
have been constructed, as in tbe instance of tbe 
Nile Itself. 
The ground where tbe line of section 
crosses Hie Ismailiya canal, for example, Is bot 
fifty-two feet above the level of the Mediterrane­ 
an, while, cbvionslv, by closing tue lower outlet 
sluices or by making an earthwork dam across 
the canal, the water m ight be made to rise to the 
height or the water in the adjacent Nile, which, 
as already stated, stood in 1874 no less than six­ 
ty-six tPc’t above tho Mediterranean. A head of 
Sourteen lect of water would thus be available to 
I cod the lands in this district. 
The Grand Barrage of the Nile and the head 
Yolks of the three must important canals irri­ 
gating the lKsita are situate In the apex of the 
Delta. 
The canal on the west side, traversing the 
province of Beliers, Is of high interest at the 
present moment, as it Is a feeder of toe Mahmou- 
dieb canal, which supplies Alexandria with its 
water, 
the Beliers canal bas a mean width at 
its bead works of 180 feet, and a depth of from 
20 to 26 feet at high Nile. If the flood stream 
ol the Nile were allowed to enter tbe canal un­ 
controlled, tbe torrent would rush down and 
devastate tbe lauds below. 
Even with a depth of 
but ten feet of water iu the canal tbe discharge 
has been found by measurement to he no less than 
112 ton9 per second, or ope third of that of the 
whole summer flow of tlioNilo itself. With double 
that depth the velocity and momentum ot the 
rushing waters would be enormous, aud the con­ 
sequences could

The Bebera canal Is a 
comparatively 
modern 
work, 
proposed 
by 
Mebetnot AU, and constructed under the superin­ 
tendence of French engineers. 
At a point near the village of Beni Salameh, en 
the left bank of the Rosetta branch of the Nile 
and about twenty-five miles from its intake near 
the apex of tbe Delta, the Behera joins the more 
ancient Khatatbeh canal. Tbe Khatatbeh again 
(oms the Mabmoudieb canal about sixty-seven 
miles further on, and as the length of the Mau- 
moudieh from the junction with the Khatatbeh, 
near Da man bur, to Alexandria is about thirty- 
eight miles, the total length of this line of water­ 
way from toe Grand Barrage of tho Nile at the 
head of the Delta to Alexandria is about 130 
miles. The Mabtnoudleh has a direct com m uni­ 
cation with the Nile at Atfeb, about niue miles 
ea*t of tbe junction with tho Khatatbeli, and af 
tins point pumping engines on a large acale have 
been supplied to feed the caual at low Nile. 
At high Nile the level of water at the head 
work# of the canal average about 50 feet above 
the level of the Mediterranean, while the level of 
the lands at the same point Is about 52 feet above 
the same. 
At Khatatbeh tho cultivated ground 
is 42 feet, aud near Damanhur only about 13 
feet above the san level. 
These places are on the 
left bank of the Rosetta branch, and not in the 
Delta proper, but tho corresponding levels are 
inucb the same. 
It is obvious how completely tbe 
flooding bf the lands of lower Egypt is under the 
control of any one holding the forts aud barrages 
at the head of the Delta. 
Tbe barrage at tbat 
?oint across the Rosetta branch of the Nile Is 
525 feet, and tbat across the Damletta branch 
1787 feet in length. In appearance 
'T he H a r n n f i l o o k l i k e a C o u p le mf G r o a t 
H a ll w a y Y in S u e U . 
The western one has slxtv-one arches of sixteen 
leet four inches span fitted with iron sluices about 
fifteen feet in height above low Nile, and the 
eastern one has similar arches hut no sluices, the 
arches being ciost-d temporarily by timber sheet­ 
ing every year. 
Owing to the weakness of the 
foundation, it bas been deemed imprudent to 
attem pt to keep tbe sluices closed long after the 
N ile bas commenced to rise, tor the water m ight 
then back up some fifteen feet, and exert great 
pressure on the structure. 
A reckless person, in­ 
different to the construction of the barrage. 
m ight, however, close the sluices at any time, and 
so, by raising the level of the river, cause the 
water to rush down the Bebera and other canals 
in enormous volumes at almost any tim e of tbe 
year, independent of the rise of the Nile. 
Tue Menutiyeh canal, having its head works 
also at tbe barrage, and supplying tbe Delta 
proper, is a fat larger canal than the Behera, hav­ 
ing a mean width of 250 feet and a depth of rrom 
21 feet to 27 feet at high Nile. 
When gauged 
with a depth of but l l feet of water in the chan­ 
nel the velocity' of the current was about two 
miles per hour, which is as much as the light 
earthwork through which the canal is cut will 
safely stand. The discharge at that tim e was no 
less than 180 tons of water per second. 
It the 
full head of water were allowed to enter tho 
canal the torrent, scouring away the banks and 
bed, would rush down towards the sea and 
flood the whole country. 
The barrage furnishes 
the means for attaining this result without wait­ 
ing for tue full rise of the Nile, and the works are 
defended hy a 
strong tort situated 
between 
the two sections of tho barrage, and at present 
held by Arabi. Constant work on the canals, 
the fellaheen are experienced in earthworks and 
would take readily and naturally to the construc­ 
tion of entrencnioents and fortifications gene­ 
rally, 
Again, the raised banks of the existing 
canals constitute so many lines of defence, if 
maintained, while ii intentionally thrown drown 
the land becomes flooded, and there is no clay or 
other suitable material available for repalriug the 
banks.

C ontingent i n L ay p i . 
The arrival at tho front of a portion of tho 
Indian contingent marks an im portant epoch in 
the Egyptian em brog] lo. 
The despatch of Hindu 
troops on the foreign service of the British Em­ 
pire was begun by Lord Beaconsfleld, who, It will 
be remembered, brought a small detachm ent to 
Malta during the Turko-Russlan war, and (hen 
sent them hack boma again without giving them 
a chance to smell the powder or an enemy. Tue 
chance to engage In foreign service has been 
eagerly welcomed bv the native soldiers of India. 
In face, there has been an almost unseemly rivalry 
in their ranks as to what particular regiment 
should have the opportunity to go to Egypt, and a 
great deal of ill feeling was. engendered when tho 
authorities made radical changes In the detail of 
troops which had been agreed upon and officially 
announced by the Anglo-Indian government. The 
Moslem population of British India could not, of 
course, be expected under ordinary circumstances 
to display excessive zeal in a war waged against 
a Mussulman people, 
hut the 
Hindus, who 
outnumber them 
in the proportion 
of 
six 
to 
one, 
would 
be 
found 
all 
tbe 
more 
eager 
to 
indulge 
their 
Hatred

thing Mahometan ny taking part in tbe Egyptian 
campaign. 
Most 
significant of all was 
the 
oiler of a contingent from tbe mountain State of 
Nepaul—now the only independent territory of 
importance rn all India—where English recruit­ 
ing has been somewhat discouraged of late. 
But the prospect of shedding Moslem blood 
would be a more 
efficient agent of enlist­ 
ment among 
tbe 
fierce N ep a lese Goorkbas 
than

offers 
of 
pay 
or 
bounty.. 
So 
bitter is their hatred of all Mussulmans tbat in 
one of the battles of tbe late Aigban war they 
actually butchered in cold blood with their kukris, 
or long knives, all the Afghan wounded on the 
battlefield.

European nation. The measures recently taken 
to increase the lorce and efficiency of the Greek 
navy indicate an intention on the part of the 
Hellenic government to prepare for the possible 
contingency of becoming involved in the difficul­ 
ties environing the coming settlem ent of the 
Egyptian question.

frontier between Turkey and Greece can never he 
satisfactory to the Greeks, who will not iiesitate 
to take advantage of tlie first fa v o r ite occasion 
to enlarge their boundaries, and who firmly be­ 
lieve that Turkey’s emergency is Greece’s oppor­ 
tunity.

P e c u lia r F u n e r a l C e r e m o n ie s In th # N a t*

In a lonely valley on the shore of Beach Pond 
on the eastern boundary of Connecticut, says the 
New York Sun, is the lowly cabin of an eccen­ 
tric preacher, Elder 
W illiam Slocum. 
It is 
in the depths of a dense forest. 
Here Slocum 
has lived alone for years, and has occasionally 
preached stirring truths to crowds of back­ 
woodsmen from the wilds of Rhode Island. 
Som etimes he has set out on m issionary pil­ 
grim ages through the neighboring counties. 
He 
possesses some ability as an orator, and agrin! 
sort 
of humor. 
A few 
weeks ago he pub­ 
licly 
announced 
that 
he 
was 
about 
to 
dis, 
and 
that 
his 
funeral 
sermon 
would 
be preached In bis but on August IO by the Rev. 
Mr. Shipel of Rhode Island. 
On the day named 
about 200 persons gathered at siocu m ’s cabin 
to 
attend 
tbe 
funeral 
ceremonies, 
Elder 
Slocum was at his door to greet his guests, 
who were the roughest elem ent to be found 
along tbe edges of the two States. 
Vast quan­ 
tities of bad whiskey had been procured by tho 
elder and each mourner brought along a big black 
bottle under his arm. 
The elder took a conspicu­ 
ous position among the congregation that tilled 
his cabin and were scattered among the bimbos 
and addressed them. 
He said that he regretted 
to announce that the expected funeral orator had 
failed to appear, but that tbe ceremonies would 
go on. Then the fun began. 
Nearly every one 
was already druuk. and an orgy of drunkenness 
and riot continued all day. Tlie crowd danced 
and yelled and wrestled and fought, aud scores 
of men fell down drunk among the trees, while 
their companions danced on over their bodies. 
To add to the celebration guns were fired and 
rocks were blasted. The elder, who had expected 
to personate a corpse and lie in sttte in his 
coffin, became nearly as drunk as his company. 
At length some one set a stack of hay on tire, 
and as the flames streamed up am ong tbe forest 
boughs, a daredevil rushed through the fire 
half a dozen tim es. 
His clothing 
took lire, 
but bo received only a slight scorching. 
Tbe 
revelry lasted until evening, and then the com ­ 
pany, being exhausted, bade their host good­ 
by, aud tum bling into their wagons, drove away. 
Similar scenes are not unusual along the bor­ 
ders of this State; and in the towu of Volun­ 
town, which is the centre of the backwoods 
districts of Connecticut and Rhode Island, a 
public celebration is beld on June 3 eacn year, 
the features of which would blast the reputation 
oi 
Deadwood, 
The event is known as ‘'Beach 
Pond Race Day,” and has been celebrated for 
nearlv a hundred years. 
Drunkenness, fighting 
and horse trading are the diversions. 
Rarely is a 
horse brought to the June m eeting that is valued 
at more than V5. 
Some of the steeds are pulled 
on to the giouuds bobbling on two legs and sup­ 
ported by uien on each side. Often a horse is 
traded for a jackknife or a stiver dollar.
